BKA DIRECTOR CLAIMS SOVIETS AID NEONAZI, LEFTIST GROUPS 
Bonn DIE WELT in German 19 Feb 82 p 1 


[Report by Manfred Schell, Bonn: "East Bloc Intelligence Services Are 
Founding Nazi Croups--BKA Director Boeden in Rome: The USSR Supports 
Terrorism" } 


[Text] The Federal Criminal Police Bureau (BKA) has evidence that East Bloc 
intelligence services are initiating right-wing extremist actions in the FRC. 
This was the gist of remarks made yesterday by BKA Director Gerhard Boeden at 
a specialists’ meeting of the Christian Democratic World Union in Rome. 


Said Boeden: "There are indications that East bloc intelligence services and 
their German stooges are stooping to founding ‘national socialist groups" so 
as to be able to claim the danger of Neonazi activities in the FRG." A 
similar explanation, Boeden emphasized, "applies to some swastika graffiti." 


As evidence for his statements Boeden cited, among other things, an event 
which took place in 1975. On 15 January of that year, Moscow Radio had re- 
ported the founding of a "national socialist" organization which “in fact 
did not take place until the following day and whose founder and secretary 
general is the known communist Herbert Bormann.” 


Boeden indicated that he did not mean to downgrade rightist terrorism which 
had shown a considerable increase in violence. This involves many small 
groups which are in touch with others in foreign countries. But rightist 
terrorism is different from leftist terrorism in that it consists of groups 
which squabble among themselves, does not possess an "organized underground" 
with functioning logistics and that the members of rightist extremist 

groups are well known. 


At the Rome meeting Boeden sharply accused the USSR of aiding terrorism. 

The Soviet-supported PLO, he said, also trains terrorists of German nation- 
ality--both leftists and rightists. German terrorists’ weapons are often of 
Soviet manufacture, as was for instance the antitank weapon which was used 
in the attack on U.S. General Kroesen in Heidelberg. 


The "Red Army Faction," he continued, has proven last year that it is once 
again capable of attacks in rapid succession. Apart from the Red Army 

















Faction, the Revolutionary Cells are of considerable importance, because they 
are res; »nsible for a sort of "leisure time terrorism." What is worrisome, 
said Boeden, is the fact that acts of terrorism “are committed in a climate 
of increasing readiness for violence." This readiness is manifested in 
opposition to certain technologies and major projects, in "squatting" in 
houses and in attacks on militar~ installations. 


The BKA director also discussed "peace demonstrations” and reminded the 
audience of the demonstration in Bonn on 10 October 1981. "Most of the par- 
ticipants want nothing to do with the enemies of the democratic state. But 
they don't know to what large extent these peace demonstrations are 
initiated, organized and financed by members of the Soviet-controlled German 
Communist Party." 


Said Boeden: "These peace demonstrations constitute a great success for the 
Soviet disinformation campaign and just as great a success for communist 
alliance politics." Despite the fact that the German Communist Party never 
obtains as much as 1 percent of the votes in elections, "it has in this 
manner, with its auxiliary and front organizations and with its mostly 
innocent ‘allies,’ managed to win great influence upon popular movements."

JAKOR MINISTER CITES FIGURES ON CYPRIOT WORKERS ABROAD

Remittances from 
Cypriots working abroad, 
especially the Arab coun- 
tries, amount to over £20 
m. a year, a Labour Minis- 
try Official! has said. 


Dr Antonis Protopapas, 
principal labour office in 
charge of employment ser- 
vices at the Ministry of La- 
bour, told a panel discussion 
on CBC Television that the 
employment of Cypriots o- 
verseas had many benefits. 


“For every person work- 
ing abroad, two additional 
employment opportunities 
are created at home — 
through the establishment of 
new manufacturing units 
supplying Cypriot contrac- 
tors abroad with such items 
as pre-fabricated houses, 
furniture, cement, raw mate- 
rials and building articles”, 
he said. 


- Promotion 


In addition, the presence 
of Cypriots in Arab states has 
helped boost Cyprus ex- 
ports. For example, Cyprus 
exports to Arab countries 
rose from £33 m. in 1976 (re- 
presenting 39% of total ex- 
ports) to £84 m. (or 52% of 
total) during the first ten 
months of last year. 


“Cypnots are. good 
promoters of Cyprus pro- 
ducts overseas”, Dr Protopa- 
pas said. He stressed that 
these peopie were not emi- 
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grating, they were just seek- 
ing temporary employment 
abroad. 

Remittances jumped 
from about £1 m. in 1973 to 
£16 m. in 1978 and £20 m. in 
1980. 


“All this helped tremen- 
dously in the revival of the 
Cyprus economy after the in- 
vasion”, Dr Protopapas said, 
pointing out that this mass 
exodus of Cypriot workers 
had helped alleviate the 
problem of unemployed, 
who numbered 51,000 right 
after the war. 


A totai of 13,000 Cypri- 
ots found employment over- 
seas at that time. Their 
number now stands at 
around 10,500, but the dis- 
cussion centred on the 3,500 
working in Arab countries, 
mainly the Gulf. The other 
7,000 are in Greece. 


SEK trade union official 
Haralambos Hadjistyllis said 
the first Cypriots contractor 
began business in Libya in 
1962. The number of peopie 
working abroad then was 
small, and averaged abut 
2,000. 


Categories 


He classified Cypriot 
workers abroad into three 
categories--those employed 
by Cypriot contractors in the 
Gulf, those living in Greece 
and those covered by inter- 
state agreements which the 
government had concluded 





with Bulgaria, Czechosio- 


vakia and Libya. 
Hadjisty\::s believed 
they should coritinue to have 


the opporturity to work 
abroad, since foreign ex- 
change earned gives “an im- 
portant boost to the 
economy, especially now 
that it is showing signs of re- 
cession”. But he believed 
that incentives should be giv- 
en to those in Greece to re- 
turn home if they wished. 

Takis Christofides, on 
behalf of the Employers Fed- 
eration, said the consider- 
able penetration of the Arab 
market by Cypriot entrepren- 
eurs achieved since 1974 was 
an indication of the “dynam- 
ism” of the Cypriot people 
and their determination to 
survive. 


He mentioned that on 
many occasions small Cypri- 
ot companies had to com- 
pete with “giants” from other 
countries. He welcomed the 
fact that a small island was 
contributing to the imple- 
mentation of development 
programmes in Arab nations. 


Panayiotis Mallis, the 
Moderator, said according to 
figures published, Cyprus’ 
contribution to the overall 
economic activity of Middie 
East countries was 1.33%, 
which was a commendable 
achievement. 


Dr Protopapas said this 
was mainly due to the skills 
and know-how of the Cypriot

The Cyprus economy is 
expected to continue its up- 
ward trend this year despite 
adverse international condi- 
tions, Finance Minister Afx- 
entis Afxentiou told the 
House of Representatives 
yesterday. 


But he said the growth 
rate would slacken and 
cred for self-restraint and a 
policy of austerity to curb 
over-spending and prevent 
destabilisation of the econo- 
my. 

In his Budget address, 
Afxentiou outlined the gov- 
ernment’s economic poii- 
cies, reviewed the results of 
the Third Emergency Action 
Plan, and referred to future 
prospects. 

Progress 

The Finance Minister 
Stressed that the island's 
economy was going through 
a “difficult period of trans- 
ition”. After years of high 
growth rates in the wake of 
the Turkish invasion, “we are 
now faced with the overbear- 
ing problem of reconciling 

the conflicting targets of de- 
velopment and stability”. 


He mentioned that Cy- 
Drus has adhered to the idea 
of a “mixed economy” which 
Nas proved an effective way 
to promote development and 
social progiess. Despite dif- 
ficulties over the past 20 ye- 
ars, the island had achieved 
‘notable progress” 


During the Third Emerg- 
ancy Plan (1979-81) the aver- 
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age rate of growth had been 
5.4% per annum. In 1980 the 
GOP at constant prices was 
4.8% but dropped to 2.6% 
last year. 


Impetus 

“The good export per- 
formance of the economy 
and the spectacular increase 
in tourism continue io be 
the main impetus of growth”, 
he said. 

This performance was 
considered satisfactory and 
compared favourably with 
most other countries. It was 
an indication of the “dynam- 
ism” of the Cypruseconomy, 
as it had been achieved un- 
der conditions of virtually full 
employment and in an ad- 
verse international environ- 
ment. 


The achievements of the 
Cyprus economy could be 
described as “enviable”. But 
Afxentiou warned that the 
dangers of destabil.sation. 
which came to the surface 
during the first two years of 
the Plan, could become 
worse if not successfuly 
tackled. 

He mentioned in particu- 
lar the “excessive” fiscal defi- 
cit, the “tendencies among 
some ciasses to live beyond 
their means”,the “sluggish 
and unsatisfactory invest- 
ment activity of recent years 
and high pay rises which 
were undermining the com- 
petitiveness of Cypriot ex- 

ports. 
The trade gap last year 
reached £224.5 m. imports 
rose by 16.3% with the oil bill 


amounting to £101m. and re- 
presenting 23% of total im- 
ports. 


Surplus 


Domestic exports 
jumped well above the target 
set, rising to £196.7m., up 
32.5% over 1960. industrial 
exports showed the most im- 
pressive growth, accounting 
for 72 % of domestic exports. 

The deficit in the bal- 


‘ ance Of current account 


stood at £65m. (£80.9m. in 
1960) but thanks to a huge in- 
crease in invisible earnings 
(£159.5m. as against £74.8m. 
in 1978) there was a surplus 
in the balance of payments. 
The exceptional perfor- 
mance of tourism had con- 
tributed to this favourable 
development as foreign ex- 
change earnings from the 
430,000 visitors last year 
were put at £102m. as against 
£70m. in 1980. 


The Minister said the is- 
land’s reserves stood at 
£210m. which covered six 
months of imports. 


The number of jobless 
rose to 6,000 as against 4,300 
in 1980. 

The Ordinary Budget 
amounts to £220 m. while the 
Development Budget pro- 
vides for additional expendi- 
ture of nearly £43m. - mainly 
on agriculture, irrigation and 
water supply schemes, rural 
development, improvement 
of ports, the road network 
and medical services. 


The House debate on the 
Budgets will start next week.

CiTRUS FRUITS PURCHASED BY USSR--According to an announcement by the SEDIGEP 
[Agricultural Products Cooperative Marketing Union] and the SODEA [Famagusta

tons of Valencia oranges worth approximately 2 million dollars, following 
negotiations conducted by the commercial section of the Soviet Embassy.

PLANS FOR ARAB INVESTMENTS DISCUSSED 
Arab Willingness Seen 
Athens ELEVTHEROTYPIA in Greek 11 Feb 82 pp 1,15 


[Excerpt] Appreciating the political support given them by the Greek Government on 
the Palestinian question and Israel's annexation of the Golan heights, the Arabs 
have decided to promote large investments in Greece. 


The Social and Economic Council of the Arab League, in which all the Arab states 
participate, in its meeting in Tunis last Friday, 5 February, decided--as was 
announced--to recommend to all its members that they strengthen even more their re- 
lations with Greece, especially in the economic sector for large investments. 


This decision was made by proposal of the Leaders of Arab Diplomatic Missions in 
Greece "following the courageous and bold stand the Greek Government took on Arab 
problems, particularly the Palestinian question." 


Today, a representative of the Arab-Greek Chamber of Commerce and Development will 

be received by Minister of Coordination Ap. Lazaris. Answering a related question, 
Lazaris stated yesterday evening to ELEVIHEROTYPIA: "Conditions are more favorable 
than ever before for attaining Arab investments in our country. The Arab countries' 
eagerness to make investments in Greece is a response to the government's policy on 
the PLO and, more generally, the Palestinian question. The Arab interest in Greece 
is a natural consequence oi the country's opening to the Arab world. Specific Arab 
proposals are being awaited, which we will examine, and we will proceed to coopera- 
tion for investments." 


Aluminum, Food and Shipbuilding Industries 


The Arab countries' proposals will be made to the Greek Government on two levels: 
government and private. 


Another government source stated on 10 February to ELEVTHEROTYPIA that: "There is 
one category of Arab proposals for investments to which we are not yet ready to 
answer." It is clear that this statement refers to a specific proposal made by 
Iraq for creating an aluminum plant in Greece and to aerEne Greece supply Iraq with 
military materiel, and even to building airplanes. 

















Definite interest has also been shown by Libya; it is, in fact, activating the 
Office of Investments, which it maintains in Greece, whose representative has con- 
stant contacts with the Greek Government. 


Libya and Syria are particularly interested in creating joint enterprises in Greece 
or their countries to produce manufactured foods, while Kuwait has an "interest in 
the field of investments." 


According to an APE [Athens News Agency] dispatch, the Saudi Arabian minister of 
finance stated that his government is promoting development of economic and commer- 
cial exchanges with Greece. 


We call to mind that, on 23 December 1981, the vice-president of the Union of 
Chambers of the Arab World (with headquarters in Kuwait), Sabah Nahas, stated to 
ELEVTHEROTYPIA that the Arab countries are ready to carry out investments of up 
to 50 billion drachmas in Greece. 


The Arabs’ interest is turning particularly to investments relating to joint enter- 
prises in the shipbuilding and repairing, tourist, technical, and building sectors, 
as well as joint agricultural enterprises. 


Since December, 1981, the Arabs have been asking the government to submit to them 
specific programs ‘for cooperation in the industrial, tourist, agricultural and tech- 
nical sectors. 


According also to authoritative information, Libya and Kuwait have a strong interest 
in activating the Greek-Arab Bank headquartered in Athens, in which they participate 
with a significant percentage of shares, in the direction of financing joint enter- 
prises in Greece. In fact, they announced to the governor of the National Bank 
(principal shareholder in the Greek-Arab Bank), Professor G. A. Mangakis, that they 
intend to increase their participation in the bank's shareholders’ capital. 


[t also became known that G. A. Mangakis discussed issues related to promoting co- 
operation of Libya and Greece on 9 February at the Libyan Embassy in Athens. 


It should be pointed out that the Arabs' intention to make investments in Greece 
and to expand commercial cooperation is shown specially for our country, in excep- 
tion to their general principle of not making investments "outside of the Arab 
nation." 


According to a government agent's estimates, there are great possibilities for co- 
operation in exports of consumer goods to Arab countries, as well as exports of 
agricultural products, marble, etc. It is reported characteristically that a cannery 
in Magnisia is producing canned tomato paste with an embossed Saudi Arabian trade- 
mark. 


The same country is considered a potential market for white marble from Thasos. The 
Greek Government will make specific proposals to the Arab countries (which are very 
interested) after decisions have been made about establishing a national marble 
organization. 











Cement and Aluminum 


Significant possibilities are also evident for promotion to the Arab world of 
Greek alumina, which is processed to produce aluminum. According to data possessed 
by the Greek Government: Algeria is planning, for 1985, to produce 130,000 tons 

of aluminum; Bahrain, 170,000 tons; Egypt, 170,000; Libya, 110,000; United Arab 
Emirates, 135,000; and Iraq, 150,000. 


There are analogous possibilities in the sector of cement trade; large Greek cement 
industries are already being reactivated and centers for distribution and commerce 
to the Arab countries are being established. It is reported that in 1985: Iraq 
will produce 12 million tons; Syria, 6 million tons; Saudi Arabia, 9.8 million; 

and Libya, 7 million tons. 


Arab Willingness Contested

[Excerpt] There is not even one program for investments by Arab countries in Greece, 
despite the "blessings" of Yasir Arafat. This is revealed from the dispute which 
has broken out among the pro-government press. 


It is already common knowledge that the governor of the Bank of Greece, Mr. Arsenis, 
returned with "empty hands" from his trip to the Arab countries, while, at the same 
time, there has been information that Libya signed new agreements for economic co- 
operation with Turkey. 


The disclosure of the Arab countries' investment indifference or inability was made 
by a weekly periodical published by a pro-government journalistic group, against 
which the party-pro-government midday newspaper turned on 11 February. Under the 
title "New Case of Dirty War," the midday newspaper again quoted "absolutely re- | 
sponsible government sources"--which, of course, will neither this time be revealed 
by the government representative--to charge that "a malicious war is being waged 

to damage government officials, and the socialist policy which the government fol- 
lows is indirectly under fire." 


The cause of the new attack made by the pro-government communist newspaper was 
two items published in the 11 February issue of the periodical. : 


The Disclosure 


The first item refers to the "fruitless trip made by the governor of the Bank of 
Greece, Ger. Arsenis, to Iraq, Syria, Libya and Iran to obtain a loan of 500 million 
dollars. Economic reasons are given to explain the refusal of these countries 

(Iraq and Libya), but also the fact that they are displeased with Athens’ pro-Iraqi 
position (Syria and Iran) and with the relations of Athens and Arafat (Saudi Arabia, 
Egypt, Emirates, etc.).

HOPE FOR SIGNIFICANT ARAB INVESTMENTS SEEN DASHED 
Athens EPIKAYRA in Greek No 706, 11-17 Feb 82 pp 23-24 


[Excerpt] It is forty days after the end of 1981, and the Bank of Greece has 
not yet published the figures on the 31 December state of the exchange, while 
on 7 February the governor of the Bank of Greece, Ger. Arsenis, made yet 
another trip to the European capital markets, in a persistent effort to secure 
the necessary loans for "balance." Up until EPIKAIRA's printing, there was 

no official information about results. 


However, the return to western loan sources appears to preconclude *he com- 
plete weakening of hopes which had originally been sustained--and sensational- 
ly advertised--for a significant drawing of funds, at very favorable terms, 
from the Arab countries. Economic abservers, who from the beginning did not 
share the government's excessive optimism, do not hesitate now to talk about 
an "unraveling" or even a "fiasco." 


This is because those Arab countries most friendly to the government, that is, 
Iraq and Libya, no longer have a superabundance of exchange--Iraq, because it 

is being bled by the continuing war with Iran and Libya, because of its colos- 
sal ilitary expenses and its decreasing income from oil. 


As concerns the four richer Persian Gulf countries (Saudi Arabia, Bahrain, 
Kuwait, Arab Emirates), with whom Greece was mainly flirting, it does not 
appear that there has been--up to now, at least--an encouraging response. 
Furthermore, the largest amount of these countries’ capital is managed by 
American banks and western European exchange offices which make investments 
according to banking--not political or amicable--criteria. 


This unpleasant landing is what again turned the Bank of Greece to western 
markets. Its governor's 9 February trip to Switzerland promoted discussions 
which two months ago were characterized as "in reserve" but now rise, by 
necessity, to first priority. 


Of course, the government is continuing to feed hopes, though in a far more 
moderate tone. Also, it is justifying its return to traditional lending 
sources with the thought that "no one is closing a door which was of service 
to him and always may be useful to him." At the same time, the amount of 
needs is decreasing as imports of the most expensive item, oil, are lowered. 
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Facing a total deficit of about 2.5 billion dollars, which it is estimated is 
left by current calculations for the 1981 balance of payments (two-thirds 
covered with loans and the rest with private influx of capital), the govern- 
ment is aiming at a reduction of at least 600 million dollars, with a de- 
crease of equal value in the crude oil reserves, which the previous govern- 
ment had built up for security reasons. 


One other element which it also appears the government will exploit in ex- 4 
tremity is drawing funds from the Common Market Funds (regional, agricultural, 
etc.). It is being discussed as a feasible provision for a sum probably 
approaching 500 million dollars, versus a far smaller sum last year. . 


Despite this, it appears that the total public borrowing (that is, by the 
state, organizations, banks, etc.) cannot be less than one billion dollars 

in 1982. The Bank of Greece will borrow around 600 million dollars; the rest 
will be lent to organizations (DEI [Public Power Corporation], OTE [Greek 
Telecommunications Organization], etc.) and the banks.

DEMOCRATS OF 1966 BRINKHORST DEFENDS ECONOMIC POLICY

Second Chamber delegation chairman, by Henk Brons for HET VRIJE VOLK, date 
and place of interview not given] 


[Text] "Many people in this country are naturally very interested in pushing 
the top man in the D'66 into a corner. You constantly hear people saying: 
‘Whatever is Terlouw proposing now?' I do not feel that there is any reason 
for that at all. Terlouw is absolutely up to facing his colossal task in 
economic affairs. Under the most difficult circumstances conceivable, he is 
doing a fine job." 


Laurens-Jan Brinkhorst, D'66 delegation chairman, emphasizes his statement 
of confidence by striking the table soundly with his fist. Shortly, he puts 
out his menthol cigarette. I invite him to persuade the cynics by summing 
up a number of concrete policy actions by the minister of economic affairs. 


[Answer:] "We emphasize the necessity of industrial renovation more than 
any other party. Stop supporting companies which have no future. Gentle 
surgeons make stinking wounds. A climate must be created in which invest- 
ments are once again interesting for private concerns. That is the primary 
mission." 


[Question:] All of that sounds very nice, but now let us be concrete. 


Brinkhorst: "Setting out a strong line for the intermediate term and the 
long term takes time. The cabinet is only 4 months old. But take the 
Association for Industrial Projects (MIP), which subsidizes companies with a 
future. Another example: boiler making. That branch of industry has been 
in trouble for 10 years now. Terlouw was the first to cut through the knot. 
The support to OGEM [Overseas Gas and Electric Co.], you have to put that 
on Terlouw's account. He goes over to Germany to create a favorable start- 
ing position for Hoogovens in its coming separation from Hoesch." 
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Fires 


[Question:] On the point of the MIP, then--which, for that matter, has yet 
to tackle its first project--does that not all come more under the heading of 
putting out fires rather than of renovating policy?" 


[Answer:] "Indeed, a disproportionate number of hours are consumed in putting 
out fires. But should we let the fires really get a start, so that the whole 
city burned up? Then no matter what jobs plan was tried, it would not provide 
a solution. At the moment, no one would do any better than Terlouw. 


"Another example of renovating policy: the rebuilding of electric power 
plants to burn coal. I am just mentioning a few things from time to time. No, 
the first scrap of evidence that Terlouw is not doing right has yet to be 
produced." 


[Question:] As a complaint against Terlouw, it is often brought up that he 
is not an economist and therefore leans heavily on Rutten, his secretary of 
state, and goes along with Wagner and his industrial commission. 


[Answer:] (Sighs deeply.) "Was Van Der Louw the great expert on the Dutch 

_ culture? Was Den Uyl the exclusive expert on social security benefits? And 
just look at Van Mierlo: He is no soldier, but he is an outstanding minister 
of defense. In the same way, Terlouw, too, is up to his job. Everyone 

drops a stitch now and then, but much of the criticism of him is unjustified." 


Name Calling 


[Question:] VVD [People's Party for Freedom and Democracy] Senator 
Zoutendijk said this week: "D'66 is turning out to be a party with a PvdA 
[Labor Party] mouth and a CDA [Christian Democratic Appeal] heart. But it is 
a long ways from making itself clear." 


Brinkhorst: "If you cannot fora an attack on substance, you often try to do 
it via casting aspersions and calling names. The other big parties are just 
all at sea with the fact that we are developing a new vision, that we support 
a new kind of political thinking. The D'66 is itself. The D'66 is a dif- 
ferent Left. We are not a CDA without the C, not a smaller PvdA, and also not 
a leftist VVD." 


[Question:] Is the D'66's independent course closer now to that of the CDA 
or that of the PvdA in the area of social and economic affairs? 


[Answer:] "Anyone who wants to know where D'66 stands in the area of social 
and economic affairs need only read the governing accord [coalition agreement]. 
That is a D'66 accord. The PvdA is pulling material out of one corner, and 
the CDA is pulling material out of the other corner. We say: only if all 

of the elements are put into relationship with one another can a successful 
policy be pursued.” 
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[Question:] That is not entirely an answer to the question. In the election 
campaign, Terlouw took rather severe exception to the economic policy of the 
PvdA, and now he seems to get along fine in the company of Van Der Stee.... 


Brinkhorst interrupts: "That PvdA policy has not been very successful over the 
past 8 years, either. I can only count it gain if exception is taken to it." 


The D'66 leader beliéves that his party must turn the fact to good account in 
the cabinet that it is not bound by all manner of special interest groups. 
"The CDA and the PvdA are strongly inclined to fall back on their habitual 
associations. We are not tied down to those groups and therefore our position 
in the cabinet is very essential. We are not an interest group party. Our 
members and voters have one thing in common: they see their private interests 
as an extension of the common interest." 


Nonsense 


[Question:] PvdA Delegation Chairman Meijer accuses the D'66 of staying in the 
lee and leaving Den Uyl to do all the dirty work. 


Brinkhorst: "I reject that utterly. Nonsense. All of that is just more name 
calling. D'66 ministers and Chamber members have worked right along in the 
freeing of moneys for the employment policy. Den Uyl is the first man respon- 
sible for the execution, and therefore he is logically the first one to be 
criticized." 


[Question:] Officials from the Ministry of Social Affairs and Employment com- 
plain that the cooperation from the Ministry of Economic Affairs leaves a lot 
to be desired. Does this still have anything:to do with the fact that during 
the cabinet formation, Den Uyl and Terlouw had quite a set to about the dis- 
tribution of responsibility between the two departments? 


[Answer:] Family feuds have always been inclined to last a long time," 
Brinkhorst concedes. "Last summer's feud (about Den Uyl's fancied super 
ministry, Henk Brons) may well still have some influence. i do not deny that." 


That brings us to the situation within the cabinet. Brinkhorst feels that the 
next round of retrenchment could very well lead to a break if greater unity 

is not quickly forged. 

|Brinkhorst:] "The individual quality of the ministers is tine. The teamwork 
is no good. When that happens to a football team, they get rid of the coach. 


In this case, that cannot be done. The team will have to solve the problems 
itself." 


Tired Out 


|Question:] Premier Van Agt is the coordinator of the team, the coach, you 
might say. Are you aiming that charge primarily at him? 
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[Answer:] "I made some statements during the General Remarks that I need not 
repeat now." (Brinkhorst compared the premier then with a bicycle racer enter- 
ing his nth lap, and he does still seem to believe it. When he had said that, 
Van Agt was piqued and refused to return to the Chamber that evening.) "I 
hope that the prime minister is well rested after the past 2 months and is now 
ready to get back to the fight." 


Brinkhorst also thinks it would be useful for the political leaders of the 
cabinet and the Chamber delegations to get together around a table "to deter- 
mine what we really want now. 


"I would very much like to hear from the other two parties [in the coalition] 
what they are planning to go through with together in the coming 4 years. I 
am ready to make that statement. Something has to happen. We must create the 
image together of a unity cabinet. You cannot always be gathering in all of 
the plums for yourself and playing cutthroat cards with your partners." 


[Question:] Terlouw made it public yesterday that Shell and ESSO had been 
Living up to their agreements to invest their natural gas profits in the 
Netherlands. Does the D'66 delegation agree with that? 


Brinkhorst: "Next week, the Second Chamber will receive the precise figures, 
and then we shall see how much substance has been given to the agreements. 

Are we as a society getting the most out of it, or are the big oil companies 
primarily engaged in turning nuts and bolts? I want to see the figures before 
I express any definitive opinion about that. But I will warn you now in 
advance: No matter what Terlouw puts on the table, many will say that the 
state is putting in several billion guilders. 


Sweets 


"The PvdA's fiscal expert, Vermeend, has made a study in which he does not 
include the oil companies’ replacement investments, while everyone with even a 
beginner's knowledge of economy knows that you cannot separate replacement 
investment from new investment. Every so many years you have to put money 
into a cracker or something like that. That has to be done in order to stay 
on the leading edge of technology. That is a replacement investment: you are 
replacing an old plant with a new one. But you are not just replacing the 
worn out parts. You are also modernizing the technology. Replacement and 
renovation in this sector are brother and sister. And therefore, you do 

have to count them in when you are deciding whether enough is being invested. 


"The agreements which the last minister of economic affairs made are perhaps 
not the best. And if they have not been met by ESSO and Shell, naturally 
there will have to be intervention. But you have to make an honest comparison. 
It seems too simple to me to say: Clobber the sick, but in the meantime keep 
on giving the big boys the natural gas. That is demagoguery.” 


[Question:] Need brooks no (Health Insurance) Law, then, but no agreements 
between lords? 
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[Answer:] "The things are not comparable. We have to see how much iron we 
can break with how many hands. Naturally, I very well understand politically 
that the comparison is being made...But do not forget the international support 
when you are dealing with Shell and ESSO. We have an open economy; they will 
just disappear. In point of fact, you are not running that risk when you 
intervene in the welfare state." 


[Question:] What do you think about the alternatives the PvdA Chamber dele- 
gation has proposed for the Health Insurance Act measures’? 


Brinkhorst: "They include an increase in the premiums. And the coalition 
agreement says that the pressure of the collective burden must not be in- 
creased. I find it attractive to play the ball back to the social partners, 
but naturally we must not come into conflict with the limiting specifications 
of the coalition agreement. We have already sinned one time with the solidarity 
levy. And the danger resides in the repetition of the sin." 


Misunderstanding 


[Question:] Will another 4.5 billion guilders have to be cut back this 
spring? 


Brinkhorst: "That is a misunderstanding. There are 2 billion still open from 
last year, that was agreed. Along with that, another 2.5 billion has been 
mentioned. Together that looks like 4.5 billion, but it is not another 4.5 
billion. Naturally, you have to make sure that you do not interfere so much 
with the buying power and the benefit payments that you wind up in a downwards 
spiral. You have to consider the goals of the coalition agreement -s they 
relate to each other." 





[Question:] Does the PvdA's New Realism appeal to you? 


[Answer:] Laughs. "First I want to see the actions. The PvdA desperately 
needs to study itself, and I hope that they will come through. I want very 
much to have this cabinet go the full term. Furthermore, an outsider had 
better be very reserved in commenting on this." 


[Question:] Will the PvdA find that it is facing a more obliging D'66? 
Meijer talks about a "simultaneous transfer": for example, the Health 
Insurance Law measures for the jobs plan. 


Cigar 


[Answer:] "Virtue is always eventually rewarded. But we must not talk in 
those terms with one another. The New Realism ought to include that you do 
not expect a cigar back for every cigar you offer. Besides being organized 
distrust, democracy is also organized trust. 


"In the past, the PvdA has always set its horizons too high. It has been 
said truly that four floors have been broken off of the PvdA's dream castle. 
There can only be talk of New Realism when you get back down to earth. 


"i do not want to talk of a simultaneous exchange. I recognize the connection. 
But you cannot get along if you always insist on a bond. I am not going to 
become involved in those pairings."

FORDE: AREA SOCIAL DEMOCRATS HIT BY CRISIS OF ‘NORDIC MODEL’

[Text | Oslo--The Social Democratic parties are having a 
hard time in Europe. In England, West Germany, Denmark 
and Norway internal conflicts have helped to weaken their 
position. In Norway the Labor Party has managed to re- 
group its forces after the election defeat in the fall. 
Norway will hold another election % years from now. But 
by then the party intends to shift over to a milder line. 
The clenched fists and red banners will be replaced by 
red roses. This is the first article in a series on 

the position of Social Democrats in West Europe. 


"Social Democracy is facing a transition period as important as the time 
when the idea of an imminent revolution was abandoned. The Scandinavian 
model with a constantly rising tax level, an active state and transfers to 
the public budget is in crisis. We are experiencing social problems today 
that cannot be met with the old methods." 


So said Einar Forde, vice chairman and "chief ideologist" of the Norwegian 
Labor Party. At a time when many within the party have begun to come to 
terms with having lost control of the government after the second poorest 
Storting election since 1930, he is trying to get a debate going on where 
the Labor Party really stands. 


Party people around the country were quite satisfied with a result of 37 
percent of the votes after having seen opinion polls that were much worse. 


"The next few months will determine the ambition level the party should aim 
at. Whether we should head toward a Danish model with innumerable coali- 


tions or whether we should stick to our old goal of being a majority party," 
said Einar Forde. 
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Some Optimism 


For those comparing things to the way they were last year at this time, the 
prospects should appear considerably brighter. Then the Labor Party was a 
very tired and divided party. Eight years of minority rule had eroded its 
energy and Oddvar Nordli was struggling in his last months as prime minister 
with both the Alta expansion and the problem of what stand the party should 
take on peace policy. 


Al} that fall there had been a hot debate on stockpiling American military 
materiel and in October the radical sea rights negotiator and ambassador 
Jens Evensen tossed another burning branch on the debate--proposing a Nordic 
nuclear-free zone. "Like manna from heaven for the opposition,” was the 
first reaction of an Oslo newspaper the next day. 


During this entire time there had been a difficult personality conflict 
within the party. Oddvar Nordli and Reiulf Steen shared the post of party 
chairman, something Nordli characterized in later interviews as untenable. 


"It was characteristic of this period that we managed to appear split even 
on issues we agreed on. Now we have learned that a bad answer can be better 
than two good ones," said Einar Forde. 


He thinks the personality conflicts are largely eliminated now. At the 
party meeting in Hamar last year the party passed a unanimous resolution on 
NATO membership for the first time. The most prominent leader on the left, 
Reiulf Steen, was dethroned by Gro Harlem Brundtland who became both prime 
minister and party chairman. Reiulf Steen still lacks a platform from which 
to work--he was relegated to the church and education committee after the 
election. Ca the other hand Einar Forde, in many ways even more radical 
than Steen, got a tremendous boost up. 








There was a generation shift that must be described as quite a performance 
at the same time as the party found itself in the government with many un- 
solved problems acquired in Nordli's time. In spite of everything, the el- 
ection was not a catastrophe and in the second election in December the 
Labor Party won another seat, giving it 66 of the 155 seats in Storting. 


However, according to election researcher Henry Valen, that was due mainly 
to the low election participation. Young people in particular did not 
bother to go to the polls one more time, putting the Conservatives at a dis- 
advantage. 


For even though the Labor Party is now enjoying favorable winds--thanks in 
no small part to the Conservative retreat from their tax promises and Kare 
Willoch's secret pay from the Industrial Association--there is a long way to 
go before the next election and the party is lacking a base in two groups-- 
young people and the new professional groups. 
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"The social contacts of the Labor Party are surprisingly more limited than 
they are in Sweden. When I travel around to high schools, I sometimes get 
the feeling it is the first time the students have seen a living Labor poli- 
tician walking around at large," said Einar Forde. 


According to Einar Forde, the Labor Party's most important task now is to 
take a stand on which groups the party really represents. The old coali- 
tion of workers, farmers and fishermen is no longer adequate. 


"There is an inherent tendency in the Social Democratic model to eliminate 
conflicts and interest differences. Once in a while we have been much too 
good at compromising." 


There are a number of fundamental conflicts on which a Social Democratic 
party must take a stand in order to retain its identity and its roots. 


Interest Deductions 


Such an issue is interest deductions which have been unlimited in Norway and 
have led to the transfer of billions of kroner from weaker to stronger 
groups. The party has not yet had the courage to formulate a demand for the 
introduction of restrictions in this area. 


"Another issue where interest conflicts are extremely clear is oil policy. 
That is where the battle is being waged over how Norway should look. What 
is happening in the North Sea is not primarily a wage struggle in which ego- 
tistical workers are pitted against employers with a social conscience. It 
is a test of strength between the right of the people to own and administer 
the oil resources and the power of the multinational corporations." 


Other issues on which the Labor Party must take a stand and on which it 
could split down the middle are peace policy, the environment and relations 
with Europe. 


The Labor Party has a share in the NATO decision to place new medium-range 
missiles in Europe--unless the arms reduction talks with the Soviet Union 
lead to concrete results. 


Einar Forde recently brought down the wrath of his more moderate party 
friends upon himself when he said that there is nothing automatic about the 
NATO decision if the talks in Geneva break down. 


"What I meant was that a political trial should be made first," he said and 
conceded that foreign policy questions are among the issues the party tries 
to avoid most and that the party is still umable to agree in this area even 
though the decision on NATO membership last year was a good beginning. 


A party official put it with much greater clarity: 
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"It would be next to impossible for us to back the deployment of new nuclear 
missiles. The Labor Party cannot head toward total confrontation with the 
entire peace movement, which is where we find our best recruitment source." 


"The Labor Party will never be a green party. We have no energy problems itt 
this country, so a nuclear energy discussion would never arise. All it 
amounts to is a river now and then," said Einar Forde. 


A large number of rivers are involved, however. Despite the fact that Nor- 
wegians use more electricity per person than anyone else in the world, only 
half the potential electric power has been utilized. There is a strong tra- 
dition of expansion in the party, running counter to the environmental move- 
ment. If one examines the management of hydroelectric plants, one finds 
quite a few Social Democrats. “All water that does not run through a pipe 
is unnecessary,’ the local Labor Party chief in the town of Gaular said, for 
example, the area where one of the most controversial rivers is located. 


"We see today a new and great interest in Europe. One of the most exciting 
aspects is the undeniable need for Social Democratic parties in West Europe 
to meet and discuss the issues together, which is also in line with the fact 
that we have acquired a number of strong and aggressive governments that 
demand a Social Democratic response," said Einar Forde. 


"But there is considerable skepticism within the Labor Party with regard to 
a European development of its own military power outside NATO. We have spe- 
cial historical reasons for being doubtful about this and European nuclear 
arms ambitions would run into quite broad skepticism,” said Einar Forde. 


Image — 


On the wall in Forde's room in Stort.ing hangs a poster from 1930 with the 
text, "Down with Weapons," showing a gigantic worker's fist smashing a pile 
of cannons and rifles. 


It is the old image of the Labor Party with clenched fists and red flags. 
And that is what the party will try to get away from in the next election, 

4 years from now. 

"We want to give the party a softer image,’ said party organizational secre- 
tary Martin Kolberg, pointing to a green poster fresh from the printer. 


[t shows round hills of grass and upright red roses stubborngly pushing 
their way up. "We Will Come Back--Will You Be With Us?" the text reads. 


Martin Kolberg is one of those responsible for the recruiting campaign. The 
number of members has been a sensitive point since the Conservatives passed 
the Labor Party in the fall. The Conservatives now have around 175,000 mem- 
bers while the Labor Party can muster only 152,800. 
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"The natural attrition rate is between 8000 and 9000 a year and during the 
EC dispute we lost 40,000 members. We have regained that many through re- 
cruitment,” he said. 


The goal is to get up to 200,000 members by the next Storting election. 


That is only a third of the potential, according to their own estimates. 
But perhaps they are counting on new conflicts coming up.

NONSOCIALIST PARTIES’ DILEMMA: PROFILE OR COOPERATION

[Text | Aside from maintaining the joint government alter- 
native, nonsocialist party leaders are having a hard time 
keeping a balance between close cooperation and the need 
to define party profiles. 


According to superstition, four-leaf clovers are supposed to bring good luck. 
But in Danish politics they have turned out to have a short life span and to 
lack the lucky effect. . 


The parties in the Danish nonsocialist government alternative have not yet 
allowed the leaves to fall from the political four-leaf clover cooperation. As 
long as the Social Democratic minority continues to sit shakily in the cabinet 
seats and a government shift within a few months remains a possibility, the Con- 
servatives, Liberals, CD [ Democratic Center] and Christian People's Party will 
keep alive the possibility of forming the nonsocialist government on which they 
based their election campaign. 


An analysis of the conduct of the four parties in Folketing after the election 
and of the appearance of each individual party shows that aside from continuing 
to maintain the joint government alternative, they lack a strategy. The non- 
socialist party leaders are finding it hard to balance between close mutual co- 
operation with displays of deference to each other and a growing need to define 
each party more strongly in Folketing and for the general public. 


The effort of the government so far to first try out the majority combination 
of S=SF-R [Social Democrats, Socialist People's Party and Radical Liberals | 

and then to survive on random shifting majorities has deprived the nonsocialist 
parties of a collective influence. The Radical Liberals’ rejection of the non- 
socialist government alternative has made the alternative itself inapplicable. 
The Radical attempt to get V [Liberals | and K [Conservatives | to abandon the 
alternative and cooperate with the Social Democrats did not succeed. 
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All the four-leaf clover parties insist in official statements that the co- 
operation is still in effect, but one does not have to search far benea’h the 
surface to find the problems dividing the parties. 


Conservatives 


The Conservatives would have preferred a nonsocialist government alternative 
consisting exclusively of the Liberals and the Conservatives. Instead a joint 
V-CD action the day after the election made Liberal chairman Henning 
Christophersen a prime minister candidate for a nonsocialist four-party govern- 
ment. Among Conservatives there is great dissatisfaction that CD had a chance 
to appear as a nonsocialist government partner during the election campaign 
while at the same time the party dissociated itself from all the disagreeable 
aspects of the V-K plan and presumably stole a large share of the gains the 
Conservatives had set their sights on. 


Since the unsuccessful government attempt, the Conservatives have defined them- 
selves as the leaders of the nonsocialist opposition, making it hard for the 
party to be the one to kill off the four-leaf clover. But many leading Conser- 
vatives feel that for a while--until the government hope makes itself felt once 
again--the four-leaf clover parties should put aside their membership cards in 
the four-leaf clover club in order to give the parties more freedom of action. 


The Conservatives would not use the freedom of action to steer directly toward 
cooperation with the Social Democrats but to prevent CD in particular from 
running off with all the major non-economic issues on the nonsocialist side, 
those involving cultural and educational policies. The party also wants to 
make a reality of the slogan that used to give it many votes: "Nonsocialist 
votes that work." The Conservatives want to influence government proposals 
from case to case, 


Liberals 


Because of their candidacy for the post of prime minister, the Liberals have 
been the most committed party in the four-leaf clover club. During the election 
campaign and the government negotiations, party chairman Henning Christophersen 
acted as mediator among the nonsocialist parties. In combination with poor el- 
ection results and a need to tighten up the party's course internally, the 
obligation to take the other partners in the four-leaf clover into consideration 
is an even greater problem for the Liberals than it is for the Conservatives, 
There is good contact between the chairmen of the Liberal and Conservative par- 
ties with regard to synchronizing views on current issues--the most recent 
example was the devaluation over the weekend when the two met in Poul Schluter's 
office before meeting with the prime minister. 


At this time the Liberals must solve three problems at once. The party must 
create a new political profile without changing its policies. It must maintain 
access to the post of prime minister if that should become relevant. And 
finally, Like the Conservatives, it must try to prevent CD from running off with 
all the big issues other than the dry economic balance of payments. 
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CD 


The big new CD Folketing group has given the party the strength to involve it- 
self in many more areas than it could have handled before. The party leader- 
ship, in other words Erhard Jakobsen and Arne Melchior, still stands by four- 
leaf clover cooperation as a formality, but more than once the party has man- 
aged to take initiatives that have not been coordinated with the three partners 
and have led to surliness. On top of these smaller problems concerning resolu- 
tions in a debate on automobile taxes, asking questions in Folketing about DR 

[ Single-Tax Party | and the like, CD appears to be on the way to a compromise 
with the Social Democrats and SF. This involves the government's financing re- 
form and it evokes so much dissatisfaction among the rest of the four-leaf 
clover group that CD is now being mentioned as the party that will finally dis- 
solve the four-leaf clover cooperation. 


Gallup figures for CD show that it has not been hard for the party to maintain 
its profile among the voters following the election and its strong position is 
hard for the Conservatives and Liberals to handle. According to the two par-— 
ties, CD already acts at times as if the four-leaf clover no longer existed. 


Christian People's Party 


There has been almost total silence on KRF [Christian People's Party | since the 
election. The party has stuck loyally to the four-leaf clover cooperation al- 
though some differences in attitude have been noted between group chairman 
Christian Christensen and Arne Bjerregaard. Christian Christensen tends the co- 
operation with care while Bjerregaard moves more freely. The opinion in KRF has 
been that a nonsocialist government could be the party's salvation after the 
poor election results but it is having a hard time finding its strategy in the 
present Folketing. 


Outside the four-leaf clover we find a Progressive Party undergoing transforma- 
tion and a Radical Party constantly struggling with the choice between a coali- 
tion constellation with SF and one with the nonsocialist parties. 


Quite unnoticed the Progressive Party is now undergoing a development that could 
be decisive for the party's future and for the possibilities of cooperating with 
the nonsocialist parties. During the government negotiations the party showed 

a previously unseen restraint in official comments and it took a clear stand for 
a nonsocialist government. Many forces in the party and its Folketing group are 
working to renew the party's political profile and make it into a more politi- 
cally constructive party that does not deviate from its fundamental ideas but is 
willing to adjust its policy and enter into compromises. This is also a develop- 
ment that would enable the party to continue without its founder, Mogens 
Glistrup, at the helm when a shift becomes necessary. 


By summer we will see if the nonsocialist four-leaf clover can hold together. 
If the Social Democrats have found solid partners in Folketing by then, the 
group will dissolve itself.

LIBERALS, SOCIALIST PEOPLE'S PARTY HOLD MEETINGS, DISCUSS TACTICS

[Text ] It is not unusual after a Folketing election that 
active parties have to try and regain their footing. And 
that is true whether the party is intoxicated with success 
or suffering from a hangover. In the past week two such 
top-level meetings were held with widely differing points 
of departure. One was held by the Liberal Folketing group 
where they found consolation in agreeing on the mistakes 
that had been made, the other by SF [Socialist People's 
Party | where the executive committee displayed some foot- 
work of a kind we are not exactly accustomed to seeing in 
that party. 


The Liberals really squirmed when the results of the Folketing election were 
added up on 8 December of last year. It is true that the opinion polls in the 
weeks before the election had not been very favorable for Denmark's Liberal 
Party, but the 3-week-old figures from the municipal elections were still fresh 
in their minds. The bottom line, however, was that in the Folketing election 
the Liberals received about 100,000 fewer votes than in the municipal elections 
the month before. 


In comparison to the old Folketing, which was elected in 1979, the Liberals 

lost two seats. On a national basis the loss amounted to 10.9 percent of the 
votes but the decline was distributed very unevenly among the various geographic 
areas of the country. In the capital the party lost more than a third of its 
voters, in Jutland it lost 6.9 percent. 


The differences were striking and represent a factor, one of several, that has 
touched off what has been called the soul-searching process in the Liberal Party. 


This has not proceeded quietly. Folketing members have contributed to this by 
the use of leaks but the party itself has supplied some of the ammunition. 
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Request for Criticism 


Some Folketing parties listen with only half or a quarter of an ear to what 
their membership organizations have to say about political questions. Members 
are allowed to pay their annual dues but otherwise they are supposed to be good 
and keep their mouths shut. 


The Liberals could not proceed that way. It is the best organized party in the 
country in the sense that it has the largest share of voters enrolled as 
members. 


In January the party leadership sent invitations for a meeting of district 
chairmen and practically asked for sharp criticism on that occasion. A number 
of critical speeches analyzing the reasons for the poor December election re- 
sults were published in the monthly paper, LIBERAL, and one got the feeling here 
that the criticism was directed against the fact that the Copenhagen academic 
element has become too strong, that the leadership of the Folketing group does 
not sufficiently reflect the old Jutland Liberals and that consequently the 
party has become a "balance of payments party" without the old popular element 
of cooperative movements and folk high schools. 


An old agricultural party that loses touch with the ground is in a bad way. 
Personality Showdown 


In addition there was the more personal showdown involving Anders Andersen, 
Niels Anker Kofoed and Uffe Ellemann-Jensen, three basically very different 
types of politician, 


They clashed in January when the newly-elected Folketing group met to select 
officers. In view of the fact that the Liberals had become fewer in number 
after the election, it was suggested that the post of Knud Enggaard, who was not 
elected, on the Folketing group committee remain unfilled and that the rest of 
the committee should remain unchanged. But there were proposals to choose more 
than there was room for and the result was that former Agricultural Minister 
Niels Anker Kofoed was eliminated. Anders Andersen nominated Henning Christoph- 
ersen for the post of spokesman in place of Uffe Ellemann-Jensen who had held 
the post, since it was assumed that Henning Christophersen would remain as 
group chairman. Christophersen had to use all his authority to block Anders 
Andersen's project. He succeeded, but only after a contested ballot. 


Presentation Too Academic 
All this was supposed to be a well-kept secret but there were rumors anyway 
about what had happened in party room no. 29 at Christiansborg when the Liberal 


people were trying to find their footing after the election. 


Ordinary members of the Liberal group say there is friction especially between 
the young lion, political spokesman Uffe Ellemann-Jensen, and the Bornholm 











independent farmer, Niels Anker Kofoed, and this has played a part in and given 
nourishment to the numerous reports of conflict in the last month. 


As far as we could find out, Henning Christophersen's leadership position in 
the Liberal Party has not been challenged at any time. It is acknowledged that 
it is more a classic geographic conflict than a real farmer versus academic 
showdown that has been brewing in the Liberal Party. But there is agreement 
that they have been too academic in presenting party policy. And in the last 
election campaign they were too much a prisoner of the figures of the V-K 

[ Liberal-Conservative plan which the Liberals themselves contributed to so 
lavishly. 


Sought Consolation in Stupid Mistakes 


When Liberal Folketing group members met last weekend to go through all these 
problems, the leading actors gathered at the Hotel Strandparken in Holbaek. 


It had to be a male-dominated gathering, since Liberal voters put only one 
woman, Mette Madsen, in Folketing last time. At this meeting--billed in advance 
as a combination post mortem, sensitivity course and Oxford meeting--party sec- 
retary Knud Sorensen was the only non-politician who took part. Niels Anker 
Kofoed, who first sent his regrets, came anyway and that made the group complete. 





One of the participants said of the closed meeting that "we sought consolation 
in the stupid mistakes we agreed we had made." National Liberal politicians 

had been far from unanimous in their analysis. They will now try to be a little 
more "folksy," recognizing that simplified viewpoints make a greater impact. 
They will not attack each other at group meetings, at least not without prior 
warning. 





Folketing group chairman Henning Christophersen said of the meeting's conclu- 
sion to RITZAUS BUREAU afterward: 


"We agreed that we should present our economic views in a different way than we 
have in the past. We must start out to a much greater extent with the concrete 
situation of the individual. We must give things a human aspect. This does 
not apply just to the economic side of policy, by the way. But on the purely 
economic level, we have operated far too much in the past with large numbers 
and all in all we have looked at things from the point of view of the state. 
This has an alienating effect." 


Only 2 days went by before we could see that Henning Christophersen has an apt 
lion in his entourage. When the leading member of the Liberal “Politbureau," 
Uffe Ellemann-Jensen, gave a speech in Vejlby-Risskov Hall in Arhus recently, he 
formulated his remarks in these everyday terms: 


“It goes back on the individual family when the state uses too much money. For 
it is the individual family that at some point has to pay the bills that pile 
up.... If the government gets its way with its policies this year and its 
expenditures are covered completely, the income tax of each citizen would have 
to be increased by 50 percent." 
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Harmonious SF 


Another Folketing party also held a top-level meeting in the past week. This 
was the Socialist People's Party which had to find its own position on a very 
concrete issue at the Community House in Silkeborg: the 1982 budget. 


There has been a lot of confusion on this, but now the executive committee of 
the Socialist People's Party has spoken as the competent body it is--according 
to party bylaws--on all major issues. There are 40 members in all on the execu- 
tive committee, including 6 members o; Folketing, but all members of Folketing 
have a right to speak out. However the committee has the final word. 


It took 2 1/2 hours to discuss the budget on Saturday. There were several criti- 
cal voices, but the vote was a victory for Gert Petersen's "here and now" Line. 
In a ballot vote, 33 favored having the Folketing group vote for the 1982 

budget. Only two, alderman Thorkild Ibsen of Arhus and Rose Roig of Sonderborg, 
voted against this. The doubts of last week concerning the Budget Ministry's 
calculating methods now seem to have been overcome among SF people and the gov- 
ermment can now expect to survive into Lent. The budget should go through 
Folketing without parliamentary risk to Anker Jorgensen. 


SF's change of heart with respect to the budget has not shaken the Radical Lib- 
erals' skepticism concerning the socialists. A Radical Liberal member of Folke- 
ting told the weekend edition of BERLINGSKE AFTEN that SF--regardless of the 
Silkeborg resolution--still makes unrealistic demands on the treasury and that 
the party does not have sufficient commercial understanding.

DANISH CAMPAIGN AGAINST U.S. AROUSES UNEASINESS 
Copenhagen BERLINGSKE AFTEN in Danish 19 Feb 82 pp l, 11

[Text | From all indications, Prime Minister Anker Jorgensen's random remarks 

at a press conference in Copenhagen last week have led to a coordinated Danish 
political campaign against the United States that is causing uneasiness both 
among the nonsocialist parties and abroad, especially in the United States. The 
question will now be taken up by the Foreign Policy Board, several of whose mem- 
bers feel slighted. However, it is acknowledged in the United States that there 
is not much difference between what the Danish government has said and what 
other West European countries have expressed. Therefore what Washington wants 
most of all is for the debate to die down. 


Prime Minister Anker Jorgensen's decision to go on TV with a sharp attack on 
American foreign policy was coordinated with the Foreign Ministry and by and 
large it is in accord with the foreign policy line currently pursued by the 
Social Democrats. 


The decision to announce publicly that there are disagreements was made 3 weeks 
after the Danish government had clearly rejected a request by the government in 
El Salvador to make observers available to supervise the election in that land 
torn by civil war on 28 March. Similar requests to the Norwegian and West Ger- 
man governments were likewise rejected while other West European countries hesi- 
tated, 


The prime minister's attack was followed up this week by Foreign Minister Kjeld 
Olesen who in connection with presenting the Danish program for aid to develop- 
ing countries declared that the U.S. decision to postpone payments to the Inter- 
national Development Association, IDA, "can have serious consequences for aid," 
especially for the poorest countries, as well as destroying the principle of 
sharing the burdens which all sides agreed on after long and difficult negotia- 
tions. 


Embassy Not Informed 


The Foreign Policy Board was not involved at any time and neither the American 
ambassador to Copenhagen, John E. Loeb, Jr., norhis leading officials at the 
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embassy were informed of the Danish move. So far the Americans have had the 
impression that this involved a more personal outburst from a prime minister 
they already felt difficulty in getting in touch with. 


Privately, officials in Washington conceded this week that what the Danish govs 
ernment expressed and what has been said for several months by other West Euro- 
pean countries are by and large identica!. Therefore it was primarily the fact 
that the prime minister decided to express his reservations publicly that led 

to the reaction. But information gathered by this paper indicates that there was 
contact between the prime minister and the foreign minister after his first 
statements to the Foreign Press Club in Copenhagen but before the sharper remarks 
on TV last Tuesday. The chairman of the Social Democrats’ Foreign Policy Com- 
mittee, Lasse Budtz, maintained to KRISTELIGT DAGBLAD that “Anker Jorgensen's 
viewpoints came as no surprise to the Americans." 


Anker Jorgensen said on TV that the American support for the government in El 
Salvador is "reprehensible." He said that the United States in its policies on 
Poland and El Salvador is pursuing a "double line” which jeopardizes the credi- 
bility of American criticism of oppression. "One should be equally critical of 
Poland, El Salvador and Turkey," he continued and stated that the American 
“double standard" is a "burden" on U.S. relations with Denmark and on the inter- 
relationship among the West European countries. 


The Americans reacted with restraint, but not without acerbity. The State De- 
partment’s spokesman in Washington, Dean Fischer, said that the United States 
was disturbed “by the prime minister's decision to publicly express the disagree- 
ment he has with American policy and by the content of his remarks on Poland and 
El Salvador." Nonsocialist circles in Denmark, not least the chairman of the 
Foreign Policy Board, Poul Schluter, criticized the form as well as the sub- 
stance of the prime minister's remarks. "Hectic and ill-considered," Schluter 
called them. Conservative member of Folketing, Ole Bernt-Henriksen, asked in 
Folketing to what extent the government “has made protests via the customary 
diplomatic channels that stand open when one NATO land wants to present its 
views to another." The Americans maintain this was not done, but on the other 
hand they do not want to make an “issue” out of it. 


Are You With Us, Boys? 


This is probably due to the fact that until now the debate on the issue has 

been conducted on the presumption that Anker Jorgensen has once more been "play- 
ing his own game." It is true that the Foreign Ministry in Amager was not in- 
formed that the prime minister would attack the United States at the press con- 
ference at the International Press Center on Monday, 8 February, which started 
the whole thing and which had been planned, incidentally, ever since 22 January. 
Anker Jorgensen was not accompanied at the conference by his usual security 
policy adviser, Henning Gotlieb, who has good contacts with the Americans, he 
took with him senior official Per Fischer, whom the prime minister did not con- 
sult at any time. 


The prime minister had not prepared any statements. When the Foreign Ministry's 
daily representative at the press center, Jorgen Milwertz, asked him to say a 
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few introductory words, he did but there was not much substance. The one who 
gave rise to Anker Jorgensen's remarks that were to become so celebrated later 
on was the American journalist, Martha Gaber Abrahamsen, of the American Broad- 
casting Corporation (ABC). She took up the thread from a remark by the prime 
minister that Europe should think of itself more, asking the question Secretary 
of State Alexander Haig now puts routinely to West Europeans with regard to 
sanctions against Poland: “Are you with us, boys?" She did not even mention 
El Salvador. But Anker Jorgensen did so with a vengeance in his reply. 


Her question released a flood of follow-up questions from East bloc correspond- 
ents, among them Alexander Polyukov of NOVOSTI, Vladimir Vronkov of TASS and 
Herbert Kansch of ALLGEMEINE DEUTSCHE NACHRICHTEN, GDR. And the following day 
Anker Jorgensen made the front pages in East Europe. At the same time the 
telex traffic between the Foreign Ministry and embassies abroad rose sharply, 
especially to Madrid where Kjeld Olesen was representing Denmark at the se- 
curity conference. 


Interest was also shown in the matter by foreign embassies in Copenhagen, but in 
contrast to earlier press conferences at the center, no tape transcripts from 
the press conference were made available. The reason, according to Jorgen 
Milwertz, was that "this had not been agreed on with the prime minister." 


Now as well as before, episodes like this lead to charges that Danish foreign 
policy is largely undocumented. There is no routine publication of speeches 
and declarations. A polemic explanation of the phenomenon is that the lack of 
documentation and the ambiguities make it easier to shift positions if one has 
not previously taken a stand or if one has said different things at home and 
abroad. Poul Schluter's comment: "This is reminiscent of a speech in a 
strange, ghostly form. The whole thing seems to be somewhat improvised." 


But the question is whether Anker Jorgensen's intensification of the attack on 
TV Tuesday evening was as "improvised" as it appeared at first glance. Our in- 
formation suggests the opposite, namely that Anker Jorgensen and Kjeld Olesen 
had been in touch by telephone previously. Kjeld Olesen refused to comment on 
this report but he did not deny that this was what happened. 


Somewhat Surprised 


This makes the statements, which were the sharpest a West European statesman 
has directed against Ronald Reagan's policy, something other and more than what 
has become the prime minister's traditional, candid and not always very care- 
fully considered remarks on foreign policy. Schluter thought it probable that 
the prime minister and the foreign minister had conferred on these views, "but 
it is far from certain that Kjeld Olesen approved the exact wording." Arne 
Christiansen of the Liberal Party said: "I ama little surprised that they are 
in agreement. Kjeld Olesen usually has more nuances in his views. I do not 
know if there is a connection here with the quite strong interest in the 

matter shown by the Socialist International and whether the amount of talk 
about El Salvador is part of a planned campaign. It is also interesting to see 
what is happening on our domestic television. It now has something about El 
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Salvador every night but almost nothing on Poland. There is no connection, of 
course, but it is still interesting to see this programming development." Lasse 
Budtz said in this context that the party foreign policy committee had discussed 
the situation in Poland, Turkey and El Salvador "before Anker Jorgensen made his 
statements." 


The Law covering the Foreign Policy Board says that before making foreign policy 
decisions of major importance, the government must consult the board. Schluter 
told the weekend edition of BERLINGSKE AFTEN that for the time being there is 
some doubt as to whether Anker Jorgensen's statements “represent Danish foreign 
policy at all,” but he predicted that several board members would ask questions 
concerning further clarification at the upcoming meeting on 25 February. Both 
Arne Christiansen and Erik Ninn-Hansen, Conservative, are members. 


Statements by Anker Jorgensen, Kjeld Olesen and Lasse Budtz in the last month 
suggest that if an intensification of tone with regard to the United States and 
a politically-motivated cecision to make public statements without informing 
the Americans in advance via diplomatic channels represent a real "change" in 
Danish foreign and security policy, then a change is what we are seeing. If 
this initiative is regarded in a West European context, which is natural due to 
the close contacts the Danish government has with Social Democratic governments 
and parties in EC, its active involvement in the Socialist International and, 
last but not least, its assumption of the EC chairmanship this summer, the move 
resembles an attempt to formulate the mounting discontent with President 
Reagan's policy that characterizes the political left wing and parts of the 
political center in West Europe today. 





In an Atlantic context, however, this policy reinforces the skepticism of the 
American right and thus the American majority concerning Denmark's reliability 
as an alliance partner. Or, as an editoriai article in BERLINGSKE TIDENDE put 
it recently: "There is an obvious risk that Anker Jorgensen's repudiation of 
American policy will be regarded as confirmation of the suspicions thet there 
is an increasingly neutralistic tendency in Denmark's attitude. From Anker 
Jorgensen's advocacy of a Nordic nuclear-free zone last summer to the fickle 
attitude of the government toward the Polish freedom struggle in the fall to 
the prime minister's broadside against President Reagan now, a line can be 
drawn...that shows a Danish need to place ourselves demonstratively outside the 
western context. That is an attitude that creates lack of confidence in our 
worth as a-partner in an alliance and in the usefulness of basing a security 
policy on a binding cooperation with Denmark," 


That is where things stand prior to the Foreign Policy Board meeting. It is 
part of the picture that EC Commission chairman Gaston Thorn stated this week 
that "there are sharp disagreements between Europe and the United States on a 
number of foreign policy issues, among them relations between North and South." 
lt is probably also important that American officials indicated this week that 
they only hoped the public discussion of the topic would be restrained. 


Incidentally, Martha Gaber Abrahamsen, whose question started the whole debate, 
said that ABC was totally uninterested in her story and did not use her material.

NORTH RHINE-WESTPHALIA SPD IDENTITY CRISIS DISCUSSED 
Bonn DIE WELT in German 17 Feb 82 p 3 


[Article by Wilm Herlyn: "The Comrades Are Feuding With the Chancellor in 
Rau's Land Too") 


[Text] In the past, the SPD leadership delighted in singing the praises of 
the comrades on the Rhine and Ruhr, who are unshakably loyal to the Social 
Democrat regimes in Bonn and Duesseldorf. But at the district party congress 
East Westphalia-Lippe the song .nded with a jarring dissonance. The 
battalions on which Helmut Schmidt had been relying upon for a long time are 
now marching against him. 


The SPD of North Rhine-Westphalia is beset by an identity crisis which Labor 
Minister Friedhelm Farthmann describes as follows: "Those who have spent 
their entire lives fighting for human liberation can no longer identify with 
the newly raised demands for freedom--not with freedom without solidarity, 
which leads to a loss of values." Anke Fuchs, state secretary in Bonn, 
taiks about a threat to the "old social democratic virtues" on the part of 
new non-worker party members: "Our virtues consisted of strong organization, 
solidarity and tolerance among ourselves and a united front against the out- 
side world." Hardly any of that is discernible any more in North Rhine- 
Westphalia. 


In a recent interview with DIE WELT, Hans-Otto Baeumer, chairman of the 

third largest SPD district in the FRG, Lower Rhine, asked rhetorically whether 
"in Bonn we are not already dealing with a liberal-social coalition, in which 
the ‘social’ component is nothing more than an afterthought rather than a 
political characteristic." Said Baeumer: "While we Social Democrats can 
just about stomach the things thrown our way by Bonn, we have big troubles 
within the party." He continued, "That employment program is only lip ser- 
vice by the FDP for our continuous efforts. And if some of my colleagues 
illustrate their difficulties by saying that in this matter we must eat dirt, 
[ must say that the proposed income tax reductions after 1984 make me want 

to vomit. Three and one-half years ago our coalition partner had already 
forced us to make the rich richer and the poor still poorer." 


The worries expressed by Baeumer, minister for agriculture in the Rau cab- 
inet, are based, among other things, upon the resolutions of the four 

















North Rhine-Westphalia district party congresses which during the last few 
weeks had violently disagreed with the FRG Government's employment program 
and the FRG chancellor's security policies. 


Against the Twin Resolution 


As late as Jume 1981, during the Land party congress in Cologne, the SPD gave 
a unified impression to the outside world, still boosted by the shining vic- 
tory at the Landtag elections of 1980 which had presented the Social Demo- 
crats with an absolute majority in the most populous FRG Land. Johannes Rau 
was riding that wave. He was superb in covering up incipient intra-party 
dissonances with his harmonious sounds. And when in Bonn rumors arose about 
personnel difficulties in the SPD leadership and some busybodies even started 
looking for a replacement for the chancellor who had fallen ill in the fall, 
Johannes Rau's name kept cropping up. Not unjustly, he is credited with the 
ability to accomplish integration, an ability whichiis sorely needed by the 
squabbling Social Democrats. It was therefore all the more difficult to 
understand why Rau kept silent when 8 days ago, at the Lower Rhine party con- 
gress in Essen, savage attacks were made upon the FRG chancellor who was sit- 
ting next to him. 


The comrades on the Rhine and Ruhr had already expressed their displeasure 
last fall. The superpowers had barely taken their places at the negotiating 
table in Geneva when publicly doubts were expressed as to the United States' 
and the USSR's readiness to dismantle the medium range weapons in Europe. 
Local clubs and sub-districts like Neuss or Paderborn, in which teachers, 
sociologists, political scientists and Young Socialists are the spokesmen, 
presented proposals for a moratorium and against the NATO twin resolution. 
They objected to the main proposal by the national leadership for the party 
congress in Munich next April. 


Bundestag delegate Klaus Thuesing, who considers himself a left-winger, 
rebelled: "This proposal is an insult to intra-party decisionmaking, since 
the rank and file have not been consulted." Using this argument, he had no 
trouble winning the East Westphalian delegates over to his side last week- 
end in Paderborn. And by saying: "Let's go ahead and show our grassroots 
objection to the NATO twin resolution and support for a moratorium; in 
Munich we can still vote for the main proposal," he managed to dupe even 
those comrades who are not after the chancellor's scalp. Elsewhere Thuesing 
gave clear indication that a strong group within the SPD wants to push 
through a discussion about the NATO twin resolution at the FRG party con- 
gress in Munich, against the wishes of the party leadership. This group will 
be backed up by moratorium resolutions already made by nine district party 
congresses. Some other important districts have not yet been heard from in 
that matter. 


As matters stand at present, of the 400 delegates in Munich 64 will come from 
the three North Rhine-Westphalia districts Lower Rhine, Middle Rhine and East 
Westphalia, where district party congresses have already come out against the 
main proposition. The Western Westphalia district, which has the most 
members of all in the FRG and which will send 60 delegates to Munich, has 
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endorsed the FRG chancellor's position with a 60:40 majority. However, in 
totaling the numbers of delegates from Schleswig-Holstein to Bavaria who have 
to date expressed themselves against the NATO twin resolution and in favor of 
a moratorium, the potential number of adversaries of the main proposal 
amounts to 202, exclusive of Western Westphalia. 


Baeumer's greatest worry is that the party will concentrate completely on 
counterarming and will lose sight of the subject which most concerns the 

citizens: the material wellbeing of the individual. Unrest could be felt 
among the Social Democrats already last fall. 


In view of rapidly increasing unemployment--especially in the Ruhr area, it 
reached more than 10 percent in some labor office districts--party members 
kept pressing for decisions with increasing urgency. The Duesseldorf govern- 
ment referred them to Bonn--and there the SPD and FDP coalition partners kept 
procrastinating on their program for stimulating the economy. The compromise 
solution, the so-called employment program, which finally saw the light of 
day in its present form at the urging of the labor unions, is deplorable even 
in the view of many moderate Social Democrats. 


"The Cause Is More Important" 


Resolutions made by party organizations reflect bitterness, disappointment, 
and open rebellion. Herewith the final resolution of the East Westphalia 
district party congress: '"The...employment program is inadequate for the 
task of effectively counteracting unemployment. The 10 percent investment 
support for private industry which is to be funded by an increase in the 
value-added tax from employees’ gross income, is insufficient from the labor 
market policy standpoint..."; it would benefit persons in higher income brack- 
ets and be detrimental to the "normal" citizen. The resolution continues: 

"We are firmly opposed to any relaxation of present rent controls. Changes 
planned as a result of FDP pressure are unacceptable to Social Democrats." 


The dislike of the social-liberal package could hardly be stated in stronger 
terms. Many comrades feel abandoned by their leaders. One proposal made in 
Paderborn was unequivocally directed against Helmut Schmidt: "Confidence in 
one individual is important; but of greater importance is the cause for which 
the Social Democrats have been fighting for more than 100 years." Already 
lnst fall, the high rankers of the North Rhine-Westphalian SPD had complained 
of weak leadership in Bonn. In a closed meeting in Gelsenkirchen, Johannes 
Rau last November complained about "a lack of sufficient esprit de corps." 
Friedhelm Farthmann accused Bonn of a lack of leadership initiative. Hans- 
Otto Baeumer warned that the SPD on the Rhine and Ruhr could be harmed by 

the "import of negative achievement balances" from Bonn. 


Yesterday Horst Nieggemeier, editor-in-chief of the trade union newspaper of 
the IG Bergbau und Energie, warned his fellow party members: "All those 
responsible for providing leadership in the SPD should pull themselves to- 
gether. How else can the SPD be stablized if not with greater discipline?"

DIFFERING VIEWS DEVELOPING AMONG BERLIN'S SQUATTERS

'Dropouts'"] 


[Text] The deputy chairman of the SPD fraction in the Berlin parliament, Sund, 
early this week demanded that the mayor, von Weizsaecker, convene a round of 
discussions concerning the occupation of houses by squatters. Weizsaecker had 
earlier last year invited representatives of various social groups to such dis- 
cussions after the politically motivated evacuation of eight occupied houses. 

In the course of the evacuations serious rioting had broken out in Berlin, in 
which the demonstrator Rattay was killed. The point of this earlier dialog had 
been to prevent a further escalation of the squatter problem and to induce all 
those directly and indirectly involved to reflect and take stock of the situation 
in the light of serious rioting. 


Willingness to Exchange Ideas 


The Berlin municipal cabinet made no response to Sund's demand. The impression 
prevails that the cabinet has little inclination to reopen discussions after a 
second conference last fall had failed to produce any significant results. 

Another reason for the cabinet's reservation may lie in the process of differen- 
tiation within the squatter scene that has been taking place for some time. There 
is no agreement among the squatters as to whether they should negotiate with the 
city sovernment and the landlords or not. It has been confirmed by the minister 
in charge of housing construction, Rastemborski, that discussions have been taking 
place between the squatters and the Berlin city government. He declined, however, 
to elaborate on these discussions, since it would "not be in the best interest 

of continued discussions." What is at issue in the contacts between the Berlin 
buildings administration and the landlords with the squatter groups is the working 
out of a legally regulated relationship with the latter. This would make possible 
use and tenancy agreements ag one way of dealing with the problems of the illegally 
occupied houses. 


How large the number of squatters is, who would be anxious for such a solution to 

be worked out with the landlords, is difficult to estimate. According to the 
information of the buildings administration the fluctuation in the 138 houses now 
occupied is "very large."" There are also a number of houses that are only symbol- 
ically occupied. These are frequently unoccupied for days, leaving the suspicion 
open that there are also squatters living in their own legally registered apartments 
in the city. 

















That there are now deeply rooted disagreements within the Berlin squatter scene 
with respect to their "strategy" toward the city government and the landlords, 
comes forward clearly from a discussion published earlier this week in the pages 
of the daily "TAZ" which has been politically sympathetic to the squatters, where 
it was reported that a trend among the squatters to begin negotiations with the 
landlords and the city is becoming evident toward finding "legal protection of 
the houses." Two days later this story was sharply contradicted in the form of a 
reply from the house occupiers in the "TAZ". It was clear from the reply that 
the opponents of the idea of negotiations are not concerned with the status of the 
occupied houses. Instead these are only the springboard for a political struggle 
for changes in the structure of society. Until land and construction sites in 
Berlin are collectivized, declared the squatters in their reply, there can be 

no negotiation. 


Holding Fast to the Political Line 


While the Berlin city government has good reasons not to disturb the process of 
differentiation within the squatter scene, it is at the same time still hclding 
fast to its political line with respect to the squatters. According to this 
concept new house occupations will not be tolerated. The squatters themselves 
seem to have accepted this. During recent nolice evacuations of newly occupied 
houses there have been no significant incidents. The city government's policy 
also has been careful not to allow police evacuation of houses unless an eviction 
order has been filed by the landlord and the legai conditions for eviction have 
been met. 


There have been no more evictions from occupied houses carried out by the police 
since 22 September of last year. The fact that there have been no eviction orders 
issued in Berlin since that time coincides perfectly with the political intention 
of the city government not to intrude upon the differentiation process within the 
squatter scene. At the same time the city authorities have made it clear that the 
138 houses cannot remain occupied by the squatters indefinitely. A legally 
arranged relationship of the squatters with the house owners will have to be 
created, if further evictions are to be avoided.

GREENS DIVERGE FROM PRINCIPLES IN RUNWAY PROTEST

[Text] Bonn--The altercations concerning the expansion of the Frankfurt air- 
port have made it clear how the position of the Greens on one of their four 
"principles," that of "nonviolence," has changed since their founding 2 years 
ago. Under the influence of some of the citizens’ initiatives protesting 
against the project, who are working with the Greens, and with a view to the 
approaching four provincial diet elections, there is some effect on the con- 
stellation between those rejecting the use of violence in the political con- 
flict, and those who do not. Those modifying the principle of "nonviolence" 
are coming to the fore with the remarks that "direct nonviolent action" may be 
included. This is characterized by Vogt, member of the Greens’ federal execu- 
tive board (he is one of their theoreticians), as the "last resort" in the 
political altercation--for all that. In reality, in this way the Greens 
approach those wishing to distinguish between violence against persons and 
violence against objects. 


The development of the Greens in this question is shown in their principles 
decided in the last 2 years and in statements by leading members. At the 
founding congress in January 1980 in Karlsruhe there was still a majority of 
the if anything conservative Greens grouped around Gruhl and Springmann 
against the Mixed and Alternatives. Hasenclever, delegate to the Baden 
Wuerttemberg provincial diet, put it this way: "We Greens have no use for 
people favoring violence." A motion to supplement the principle of '"non- 
violence" with the “right to opposition and social self-defense" against 
"drastic measures" by the state was rejected. In the Greens' programs passed 
2 months later in Saarbruecken, "nonviolent," to be sure, meant "humane 
goals cannot be achieved by inhumane means."" But one could also read that 
this does not preclude "active social resistance." Resistance may be 
"legitimate," even "required" in the "defense of life-preserving interests." 
Given as examples were: Sit-down strike, blocking paths and obstruction of 
vehicles. 


The wording is similar in the Greens' "peace manifest" issued last fall. Here 


the tendency is greater not to preclude violence against "objects" as a 
political measure. "We will not allow ourselves to be bothered by repre- 
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representatives of state power who attempt to portray illegal nonviolent ac- 
tions as "masked violence." "Violence injurious to persons" is expressly 
excluded. "Nonviolent action" is characterized as an "aggressive method," 
which calls for a “conscious decision" to carry out "each of their actions 
without violence injurious to persons." This formulation renounces those 
groups that consciously seek a confrontation with the police for its own sake. 
But the use of "violence against objects" is not expressly rejected, but at 
best restricted in the sense that it should not occur arbitrarily. "If non- 
violent action is to be consistent and effective, then in addition to the 
spontaneous decision against violence, there must be intensive preparation, 
strategy, organization, political analysis and formulation of distant goals." 


Now some of the Greens’ speakers expressed themselves more clearly and with 
new sharpness. "No one can expect us to view nonviolence as a sort of free 
additional insurance for the installations that we oppose," said Vogt. The 
term “direct nonviolent action" seems to exclude violence to persons, for it-- 
in the language of the Greens--is "not injurious to persons." But "property 
damage can occur from time to time," said Vogt, who was not contradicted by 
other Greens present. One should oppose "worthless window breaking." It is 
said that this would be the "wrong interpretation of property damage." There- 
fore, there must be a proper interpretation of property damage. 


The "form of action" should be selected wisely. In this relationship "wise" 
means two different things: On the one hand it means (in the sense of the 
Greens) a favorable action-result relationship. On the other hand it means 
that the action must be "conciliatory." That may mean that one does not want 
to upset or even lose his own supporters--in the party or outside of it in the 
citizens' initiatives. It could also be that Vogt is afraid that such 

actions might lead to "violence against persons." However, he does not see 
this in "direct nonviolent action," but in its "sloppy definition." Thus, the 
"principle" that violence "against persons" should not be used stands on feet 
of clay. If the police provoke a "climate of violence," says Jutta Ditfurth, 
green delegate in the Frankfurt city parliament,.then that is "hardly con- 
trollable." | 


The Greens link the idea that they reject the "state power monopoly" with such 
observations. The "moral right" to "nonviolent opposition," says Vogt, 
continues to exist for minorities when all other means--here those means of 
the constitutional state must also be meant--are exhausted. The authority 
that decides when that is the case would be the "conscience" of the individual 
or that of "a group."

CGT ON 39-HOUR WORK WEEK PROTESTS

"To Give and To Hold Back Is Not Worthwhile..." | 


| Text | It would be futile to hope to be able to. confuse matters and conceal the 
various responsibilities involved in the manner in which the reduction of working 
hours is taking place. 


For questions of this nature, common sense is fortunately more widespread than some 
people imagine. 


It is simply a matter of working 1 hour less than before, really and at a minimun. 


And, of course, without any loss of salary as was the case each time we took a step 
in this direction in the past. 


When the Popular Front established the 40 hour week, the reduction was much larger 


and not only was there no loss in salary but, on the contrary, there were substan- 
tial increases. 


The situation is admittedly different, but -- officially -- it is a matter of 
1 hour. What a fuss over 1 hour! 


Under these circumstances, it is very natural that the workers rebel as soon as 
someone tries to con them. The vigor of their reactions wherever this occurs and 
the retreats they have imposed through their action have put quite a number of 
people in an awkward position. This is particularly true for the leaders of the 
CFDT | French Democratic Confederation of Labor | who would like people to forget 
what they signed in July, without which the CNPF [National Council of French En- 
ployers | would not have been able to use the agreement it is applying today. 


Mdmond Maire is uncompromising when it comes to claims the realism of which he 
ignores in Poland, but here he preaches austerity. Even if it means putting his 
activists in the enterprises in a contradictory, sometimes even extreme, position... 


{n the commotion of fantastic comments intended to cloud the issues, only one thing 
counts: the facts. Nothing but the facts. And the real part in them played by 
all parties. 
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We are not going to confuse responsibilities, but we will not let anyone escape 
what is due him: it is necessary for the workers to know who is doing what for the 
truth of things and the effectiveness of their own action. 


1. the primary responsibility of course lies with the employers, for whom any so- 
cial progress is a heartbreak and whose purse has always been difficult to touch. 

It would take a strong dose of naivete to be surprised about this: it is part of 

their nature. 


2. They could not have given themselves opportunities for retroactive measures 
without the obliging signature of the CFDT, the FO | Workers Force |, the CFTC | French 
Confederation of Christian Workers |, and the CGC | General Confederation of Mana- 
gerial Personnel | in July 1981. 


This agreement exists; today, one can clearly see all the bad things about it. It 
is not because it is 6 months old that it has improved or that we will allow it to 
become forgotten: it is the alibi of the employers, and it was wrong to sign it. 


Ail the disagreeable things the employers are doing in this respect, the workers 
owe to that sorry signature. It is necessary for them to know that. 


3. Unfortunately, the government also has its share of responsibility; it would 
serve no purpose to try to conceal this. 


In order for the reduction of the legal length of a work week to be determined and 
take effect, a law was required. A ruling takes its place, which is normal consi- 
dering the urgency of the matter. 


The CGT faithfully and on time informed the government of what the consequences of 
the July 1981 agreement would be if the government gave it its support. 


It could have avoided it. Unfortunately, it chose to do the opposite. Its ruling, 

by specifying that the maintenance of salaries was guaranteed only at the level of | 
the SMIC ' Tatanobeugntlenal Minimum Growth Wage |, legally covers its reduction for | 
all the others. As it also covers, because of its wording, the worsening of work- : 
ing conditions and cheating by employers. 


(macceptable ministerial statements have openly tried to justify these restrictions 
and these socialregressions. Certain state administrations, first of all the Cus- 
toms Administration, have started to act like the CNPF. 


These are facts. We do not conclude from this that we should change our opinion 
of the general orientation of the government: we support it as a trend; we posi- 
tively appreciate the significant reforms which have been instituted. 


But when something does not work, then we say it and for lack of being heard we are 
doing what a union should do, with the workers. Without excess, without oversta- 
tement, but clearly to get a mistake corrected. 


This situation presents a problem to the government. It would be well advised to 
draw judicious conclusions from it as soon as possible. 
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And first of all, the one brought to mind by the old proverb, which is also a good 
maxim for a progressive government: "To give and to hold back is not worthwhile." 


One hour, that is not very much for creating jobs, but at least let it be 1 hour. 


As for the reduction of salaries (up to 2.5 percent!), it is inconceivable that it 
was even considered. Socially speaking, it is intolerable. Economically speaking, 
it is not consistant with renewal. And, having ended up with a compensation of the 
loss through a recourse to additional hours, where will the vacancies be? 


To want social progress, which is the case for the government, and to go about it 
in a manner leading to this unpleasant situation, which we should get beyond as 
soon as possible: there is necessarily something not quite right about this. 


And this something is the forgetting of the proverb. 
It applies to several other urgent social problems. 


For example, the purchasing power of wages in 1982. We are not asking anything 
extravagant. But the notion of “average” has no practical meaning. The improve- 
ment for the small and average wages must be a real improvement. And the mainte- 
nance of the others should be a real maintenance. 


The same is true for the social security system. To talk about improving it while 
deducting an additional 1 percent and while leaving the management of the funds 
for a whole year in the hands of the employers, causes a lot of damage. 


Indeed, in this case and in several others: to give and to hold back is not worth- 
while! 


There is nothing excessive about that: only something serious. The workers need 
to feel an improvement, even a limited one, but a real one in their every day life. 


The experiment may have been useful if it makes the interested parties understand 
that for the change to succeed, it is risky to rely on the supporters of a discount 
trade unionism. 


Without claiming any exclusive rights and without conceit, the CGT believes that it 
has some right to note that it is a good thing to have a serious and large group 
of affiliated trade unions as a partner, without collusion, but responsible and 
faithtul, and that it does not do any harm to keep this in mind... 


The experiment will also certainly have been useful in confirming -- and very for- 
cefully -- for the workers that they should not expect everything from above. Nei- 
ther from the government, even a leftwing one, nor from parliament, nor from the 
negotiations, however important they may be. 


We will have to tackle it collectively in the enterprises, intervene, act, weigh 
it with common sense and in the right manner.

INTERLOR MINISTER SPEAKS ON DECENTRALIZATION

/Interview with Minister of Interior Georgios Gennimatos by N. Stasinos;

/Excerpts/ Question: On the basis of what criteria and from what areas will the 
nomarchs be sought? 


Answer: The selection of the nomarchs will be on the basis of their political, 
social and professional competence. 


The new role the government is reserving for nomarchs and the need for cooperation 
with local administrations and representatives of workers and other productive 
classes, especially within the nomarchial councils, requires cadres not only with 
true faith in the meaning of popular participation but. also awareness of the 
capabilities of the mass movement. 


To go beyond the stage of deconcentration to genuine decentralization, it will 
be necessary for the nomarchs who will be responsible for this developmental 
change to espouse this system so as to lay the groundwork for their own gradual 
replacement by truly-elected personnel. 


This also is the prime key to the success of the nomarchs and the realization 
of decentralization. Any new form of centralization must not be implemented 
on the excuse of "efficiency." 


Political will and action within the mass movement are the criteria and a 
sure safeguard for meeting the crucial cole of nomarch. 


Moreover, no one can ignore the manysided problems of a region which in the 
majority of cases are problem areas. If Greece as a whole is on the road *« 
development, there is also a "forgotten Greece" where economic, social and 
political development has up to now been considered a remote goal. The 
mobilization of local productive forces and the proper options and solutions to 
the difficult problems of regional development require professional organization 
and analysis, initiative and imagination. It is certain that we are asking a lot 
from men who will undertake the difficult task of decentralization. But it is 
also true that we owe much more to the Greek prefectures. We hope that the task 
will succeed. 
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Question: Do you think that the disagreement among the democratic parties during 
the Salonica mayoral election can play some role in the October municipal elections? 


Answer: We must not forget --and I for one do not-- that in my capacity as 
minister of interior, I am obliged by the government to promote the worthiness 
of the institution of local administrations and that of municipal officials, 
regardless of their political persuasion or their party preferences. 


In no instance do I intend to play the role of arbiter or judge in any dispute 
created in the area of local administrations. This role belongs to the sovereign 
people that always judge and come to the necessary conclusions. And there are 

the parties that necessarily prescribe their tactics in accordance with conditions 
that develop each time. 


A little patience until October. 


Question: At what stage is the bill on the financing of political parties? 
What are the thoughts on (1) the manner in which financing will take place and 
what are the criteria, (2) what will it cover, (3) how much will be involved, 
and (4) with today's situation, what parties will be financed? 


Answer: For the materialization of the programs set forth by the prime minister 
of the government, a first plan for the financing of political parties has been 
drafted. The bill aims at strengthening the financial self-sufficiency of the 
political parties, something that is one of the basic presuppositions for 
democratic practice of government. 


As far as details are concerned, they cannot be announced before the final plan 
is worked out by the ministerial council and understandings arrived at with all 
parties. 


Question: What is the evaluation of the task of the ministry of interior in the 
effort for Change? What has been done up to now and what is being planned for 
the future? 


Answer: There are significant responsibilities in this area, chiefly as far as 
basic institutional changes are concerned. As is known, as far as the materiali- 
zation of the programs set forth by the government is concerned, we have i 
announced a specific plan of action. The effort being made by the /word illegible/ 
leadership of the ministry of interior for its true implementation is being 
continued. 


Free Repatriation 


Question: What does your ministry plan to do concerning the return of political 
refugees? 
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Answer: A basic program guideline of the government is the free repatriation 
of political refugees, as well as care for their harmonious political and 
social reintegration in the life of the fatherland. 


In every respect, this issue comes under the jurisdiction of many ministries, 
such as the ministry of public order, mininstry of social services, etc., which 
have been given directions by the prime minister for a rapid solution. 


Question: What is the status of the issue on the guarantee of the vote for 
emigrants? 


Answer: A bill has been drafted to guarantee the right of the vote for emigrants, 
as well as for sailors and students living abroad. 


At the same time, initiatives have been made to secure the agreement of 
countries where these emigrants are living. 


We hope to overcome the obstacles with bilateral negotiations, especially with 
West Germany where the problem is mainly confined.

PASOK MUNICIPAL COUNCIL VICTORY IN SALONICA

Mr St. Paskhos, representative of the minority group, in a gesture of good will 
had previously announced that his group was abandoning its position of 
abstaining from participation in all the council's committees so that "it might 
facilitate the new mayor in his difficult task."

QUESTIONS RAISED BY PASOK PARTICIPATION IN PCF MEETING

[Excerpt] The "dragomen" on every side of our political arena are trying to 
interpret, as if it is a Delphic oracle, a new action of the majority party 
which is creating many doubts and more question marks. It concerns PASOK's 
participation in the French Communist Party [PCF] congress which ended on 
Sunday, 7 February, in Paris. As was noted both here.and abroad by the 
"diviners" of Papandreou's policy, PASOK was the only Eurosocialist party-- 
with the exception, of course, of the French party and the socialists of... 
San Marino--which sent a delegation to the congress held by the PCF, which 
remains ever faithful to Moscow and heretical to the principles of Euro- 
communism. 


It is emphasized, in fact, that PASOK actively participated in all the demon- 
strations, even the pro-Soviet ones which aimed at "justifying" the Jaruzel- 
ski regime and the USSR's policy in Afghanistan, Africa, etc. In contrast, 
the French Socialist Party, though it cooperates in the government with Mr. 
Marchais' party, clearly downgraded its participation in the congress, 
avoiding being "exhibited" in the numerous demonstrations of the organizers 
and "sister" parties. 


In fact, it seems even more significant because it coincides with the position 
maintained by PASOK in the recent UN general assembly, in which it sided with 
the Arab, non-alined and communist states, with the result that Greece is the 
only western country which voted for the decision to censure Israel for an- 
nexation of the Golan heights. 


Those who hastened to believe that, with the Papandreou-Mitterand rapproche- 
ment, PASOK was emerging on the road of European socialism, are now beginning 
to have doubts. And their doubts are being intensified because PASOK's 
presence at the PCF congress accentuates, a posteriori, the absence of a 
Papandreou delegation at the corresponding French Socialist Party congress 
last October. 


A second interpretation attributes more expediency and less political signi- 
ficance to Papandreou's recent international maneuvers. More specifically, 

it is maintained that the PASOK president, compelled to reconsider, in politi- 
cal action, many of his basic pre-electoral positicns on vital foreign issues, 
is counterbalancing his retreats by displaying an ideologic implacability 

or extremity on international issues which are, as a rule, painless and 
insignificant.

VOTE AGAINST ISRAEL QUESTIONED

[Text] Greek foreign policy meanders always among reefs and leaves doubts 
even for the government agents who convey it. One would not be exxagerating 
if he maintained that even Papandreou's closest collaborators are not versed 
in the "line" which he follows; this contributes--according to the govern- 
ment viewpoint--to its success because the "cards" always remain hidden. Or 
it contributes to complete unreliability and isolation--according to the 
opposition, right and left--because none of our associates or friends 
chroughout the world feel any certainty. The Greek premier expressed his 
satisfaction on the results of his trip to Bonn, while representatives of 
the right and left opposition’ consider it unsuccessful and full of pressures, 
blackmail or, at the least, warnings. 


From another side, our condemnatory vote in the UN against Israel, the only 
one in the entire western world, provoked criticism from allies and EEC 
associates, but also from the KKE, which did not tolerate the small provisos 
of the Greek vote. On the other hand, realistic political observers acknow- 
ledge the moral justification for the vote: Greece cannot ignore violations 
of foreign soil because it would be like betraying the rights of Hellenism 
on Cyprus. But, at the same time, they note that the Muslim countries did 
not ever side unanimously with Cyprus when it sought condemnation of the 
Turkish invaders. Some voted in favor of the Turks, others abstained, and 
very few voted in favor of Cyprus. And Greece will pay a heavy price--its 
isolation from the western world--for a vote which it did_not owe to the 
Muslims. This, ir fact, at a moment when promises for a gold mine in Arab 
aid to our country are shown to be baseless.

Roberto Castro, representative o; the Revolutionary Democratic Front and the 
National Liberation Front "Farabundo Marti" of El Salvador, arrived in Athens 
yesterday. Mr Filios introduced the Salvadoran fighter to reporters. 


In his remarks, Roberto Castro greeted the Greek people and government and 
stressed that the present situation in El Salvador is a war situation aimed 
against one of the most dreaded dictatorships. 


Coal of the front, he said, is to give the people a society of freedom and 
justice. 














Until then, he added, in the face of a danger of the internationalization of the 
conflict and the tremendous casualties resulting from its continuation, the front 
is ready to contribute to a political solution. And it is in favor of talks not 
because it is weak but because it is strong. Purpose of the talks is contact 

with those who have real power, that is the United States. Talks do not mean a 
withdrawal fron the principles of the front which are changes in the social 

and economic structures. 


The danger of direct military intervention is very great. There is also the 
intention and a specific plan. The successes of the front increase the danger 
that threatens not only El Salvador but Nicaragua and other countries. 


As Roberto Castro noted, the United States does not appear to have learned from 
the lessons of Vietnam. 


One of the purposes of his visit, the representative of the “Farabundo Marti" 
concluded, is the establishment of a permanent representation of the front in 
Greece. Roberto Castro will have meetings with the government and with represen- 
tatives of the political parties.

BERLINGUER ADVISER CONDEMNS PCI'S MOSCOW POLICY

[Text] The policies of Italian communist leader 
Enrico Berlinguer of disagreeing with Moscow be- 
cause of events in Poland are meeting with resistance 
in the Italian Communist Party, some of it violent. 
Franco Rodano, Berlinguer's friend and the party's 
grey eminence, leads the faction of Moscow loyalists. 





Rome--The opposition arose from an unexpected quarter and with uncommon 
vehemence. After the Italian communists’ dissent from Moscow, after PRAVDA's 
violent, excommunicatory attack on Berlinguer and the PCI's leadership, 

after this split between the Soviet headquarters and the strongest communist 
movement in the free world, a man was heard from who, using a theoretician's 
harsh language in the style of a Mikhail Suslov, violently condemned his 
party's criticism of the Soviet position on Poland and the sterility of the 
Russian socialist system. The author of three withering articles in the 
"independent" communist daily PAESE SERA has for the last 40 years been one 
of the PCI's showcase intellectuals. 


lle is considered to be the originator of the Eurocommunist new orientation 
and of the strategy of historic compromise between communists and Catholics 
and has until recently been Berlinguer'’s closest intellectual confidant and 
most important adviser, having previously occupied a similar position with 
Palmiro Togliatti. Franco Rodano, 62, is the perfect example of a grey 
eminence. 


His present public and reckless performance is in contrast with the absolute, 
practically anonymity-seeking restraint of this man who at best published 
his dissertations in non-public theoretical magazines in the barely compre- 
hensible language of a scholar. Similar to the worldly Cardinal Mazarin's 
proverbial monkish Father Joseph, the chief adviser of "communist overlord" 
Berlinguer is an undoubtedly devout and allegedly practicing Catholic. 
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The Student Attacks His Teacher 


Now Rodano is judging Berlinguer harshly. The idea that the October Revolution 
has lost its creative power in the USSR and in European communist countries is, 
as far as the CPI leader's intellectual alter ego to date is concerned, "a 
politically infantile and unequivocally unhistoric, ignorant assertion." 

What about the evidence of events in Poland? A "superficial analysis which 
ignores the essentials of historic necessity in the most primitive manner," 
the intellectual teacher writes into the obstreperous student's half-term 
report card. Having dared Brezhnev, Berlinguer now bets everything on one 
roll of the dice, the concept of a “third way" between capitalism and social 
democracy which, in his opinion, have become equally "historically" obsolete. 
(It is an old Marxist symptom that any judgment must be "objectively his- 
toric" if it is to be acceptable.) But Rodano's judgment is merciless: "A 
helpless slipping on the inclined plane of error and misperception into the 
nebulous region of a simpleminded social democracy." Because the point of 
departure of any judgment is this dogma: "Despite any occasional detours, the 
USSR is and remains the most important, historically proven driving force for 
humanity's development toward socialism; without it, this process is un- 
thinkable..." 


Idealistic Visions 


Justifiably, the opposition of the man in the background against the pro- 
tagonist in the glare of the spotlight of the world's attention has upset 
Italian intellectuals of every stripe. Not only because of the element of 
surprise or because of the almost classically dramatic role distribution. 

In any case, since the beginning of last winter there were murmured rumors to 
the effect that an estrangement was becoming apparent between the head of the 
party and the adviser--primarily because of the difference of opinion with re- 
gard to developments in Poland. But now the intelligentsia is asking a speci- 
fic question: what motivates this Catholic-communist inquisitor within the 
Marxist community of the faithful? 


For left-wing Catholic Rodano, the entire development of secularization of 
the spirit and of societal morality since the end of the middle ages con- 
stitutes a slide into the abyss for world culture. To this husband of a 
multimillionaire (in Swiss Francs) wife, who nevertheless leads an ascetic 
existence, the first true and effective pause in the disastrous process of 
civilization's moral decay is the October Revolution and its result, the 
hierarchic, disciplined Soviet society which is supported by ironclad social 
ethics. Theoretical consideration of applied practice makes it possible 

for Rodano to come up with a synthesis between the scholastic-Catholic and 
Marxist-Leninist Soviet dogmas. From the viewpoint of a new historic reuni- 
fication, he visualizes a mutation of the ideal Soviet person into the 
Christian ideal of the citizen of the Augustinian "Civitas Dei." In the seclu- 
sion of his life in his wife's tree-shaded villa on the Via Appia, in a land- 
scape of catacombs and the ruins of antique Roman monuments, Franco Rodano 
finds surroundings and a milieu which make any spiritual foundation and any 
bridging between epochs and their doctrines appear feasible. He probably 
does not even realize the hard reality of the fact that, of all things, 
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PAESE SERA is breaking party discipline by publishing his reckless attacks 
upon Berlinguer, especially when that paper was about to close down due to 
financial insolvency and had been refinanced by the big boss of Eastern 
trade in Italy, Armando Cossutta. Leonid Brezhnev will hardly recognize him- 
self in the Augustinian picture of humanity as seen by Red Catholic Rodano.

BIRAND EXAMINES IMPACT OF POLISH CRISIS ON TURKEY

/Text/7 For the first time, events in Poland have spread 

a “fear of war" in Western Europe. Until now, internatio- 
nal crises usually took place in distant places. In his 
warm room and in front of his TV, the European could watch 
the death of Sadat, the coming of Khomeyni,the war between 
Iran and Iraq or Greece's declarations maintaining that 
"Turkey represents more of a threat than the Soviets". He 
could watch half condescendingly and half in the manner 
that one would watch a cowboy movie. 


This time things are very different. 


If Jaruzelski's measures lead to reaction by the 10 mil- 
lion strong Solidarity Union and the army loses control, 
foreign intervention (by the Warsaw Pact and the Soviets) 
will become inevitable. 


There is always the danger that a civil war in Poland 
could spread to other countries in Europe. 


An East-West confrontation in the "European Battleground" 
where both the Soviets and the West have begun to deploy 
medium range nuclear weapons is haunting the dreams of the 
man on the street. 


For this reason, it is as if everyone is praying for 
Jaruzelski to be successful. 


destern f£urope is eagerly waiting for the Prime Minister 
of Poland to bring the situation under control without 
civil war because no one wishes to become involved ina 
potential disorder. 


The Western banks see Jaruzelski'’s success as the only 
means by which they will be able to recover the more than 
20 billion dollars that they have invested in Poland. 
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Banking circles describe Jaruzelski's stand as “inevitable” 
and say “there was no other solution. What is important is 
that he be able to control future developments.” It is even 
with some pleasure that they greet Jaruzelski'’s stand and 
indicate that they are willing to extend whatever support 
they are capable of providing. 


Jnhile secretly pleased about the turmoil within the East 
bloc, Washington does not want the events to grow and spread. 
There is concern that such an eventuality could lead to 
“ast-West confrontation by leaving the Soviets no choice 
other than that of reacting strongly. Jaruzelski is seen 

as the only person who can prevent this from happening. 


Even more than the West, Moscow is praying for the Folish 
leader to be successful. Should they have to intervene 
either directly or in concert with the Warsaw Pact, the 
Soviets would find themselves in a most difficult situa- 
tion. The aftereffects of the Afghanistan incident are 
only recently beginning to dissolve. Within their own camp 
and more importantly within the Third World, the Soviets 
would give the impression of leadership that resorts to 
the force of arms for the resolution of every problem. 
This would result in a great loss of prestige. 


For Eastern European nations as well, Jaruzelski is the 
only hope. They know that a failure to keep events under 
control might cause these events to spread into their own 
countries while they would be obliged to participate ina 
foreign intervention should one prove necessary. 


What are the people of Poland thinking about ? 


That is not yet certain. Even if it were, the circles that 
we are talking about do not consider people to be very im- 
portant factors. The realities of realpolitik are somewhat 
different. 


Naturally, the events in Poland will also influence Turkey. 


It appears that the first influence of the Polish crisis 
has been felt through a sharp rise in the value of the 
dollar and the consequent increase of our petroleum bill. 
Should the dollar continue to rise, there is the possi- 
bility that petroleum products will be subject to new price 
increases. 


On a short term basis, it may be expected that Western 
governments will change to some extent the perception that 
they have of Turkey. (This is particularly likely if the 
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crisis in Poland continues much longer.) We can expect a 
lessening of certain pressures and an effort to prevent 
the freezing of economic aid and credits. There may also 
be attempts to reactivate those that have already been 
frozen. 


Given such a general climate, if in January Turkey were 

to present a "timetable that included a date for elections" 
as announced in Strasbourg by Turkey's Foreign Minister, 
the Western governments would be provided with a factor 
that would greatly facilitate any substaitial changes to 
their perceptions of Ankara. 


The stability of Turkey which in times of crisis would 
serve as an extremely important buffer state between the 
Soviet Union and themselves (European nations) is the thing 
that the West wants the most. 


first the fall of Iran followed by the Iran-Iraq war, the 
invasion of Afghanistan, the death of Sadat in Egypt, in 
Greece the tendencies of Papandreou to distance himself 
from NATO and finally the events in Poland... 


Jithin such an environment, Western governments wish to 
be able to support Turkey... It is crucial to give this 
opportunity to the Western allies or at least to help in 
bringing this about. 


Another result of the events in Poland may be that the 
policy which Papandreou is attempting to implement will 
not meet with too much respect in the West. 


Jith great headlines and much noise Papandreou has pointed 
to Turkey as a threat and put forward his intentions of 
weakening his ties with NATO. In addition, he upheld the 
thesis that the Soviets are not as much of a threat to the 
vest as indicated by exaggerated claims to this effect. 


The dest is currently maintaining that NATO must pull to- 
gether and is unlikely to support Papandreou's policy. 


There are also adverse influences... America will draw 
strength from the crisis and increase its efforts to bring 
about the acceptance of the concept of the Rapid Deployment 
Force among its Western allies and by Turkey. Turkey will 
feel all of the adverse effects of the tension between 
“ast and West. Whether it wants to or not, Turkey is among 
those countries which would be affected in the first hours 
of any East-Jest conflict that could result if events in 
feland were to reach greater proportions. 


Ferhaps we should not look that far ahead in assessing 
eventualities because I do not wish to cause anyone any 
loss of sleep.

HVREN DISCUSS£S UNIVERSITY INDEPENDENCE 
Istanbul MILLIYET in Turkish 24 Dec 81 p 8 


/Text7 During a meeting with members of the Higher 
Education Council Chief of State General Kenan Evren 
said "If autonomy were the solution to everything, we 
would simply make all of our institutions autonomous. 
If there are defects in the law providing for the 
Higher education Council these will become visible as 
the law is applied and subsequently corrected." 


Professor Doctor Ihsan Dogramaci who is the President 

of the Higher Education Council said that there was no 
problem involving a “lack of autonomy." Ina press 
conference which he held, Dogramaci said that the in- 
dividual cases of students who have had their registra- 
tions erased from the rosters of educational institutions 
have been left to the discretion of the faculties. He 
also said that “instruction in institutions of higher 
learning could be held in two shifts or at night." 


Evren received the members of the Higher Education 
Council yesterday at 10:30 at the Cankaya Mansion. 
During the audience, General Evren said the following: 


"A great deal has been said and disseminated about this 
topic. I wish to read here a passage from my statement 
to the Turkish nation on the morning of 12 September 
(1980). This is exactly what I said: While powerful 
subversive activities of external and internal origin 
were being directed against our thoughts, our religion 
and in all conceivable areas, those who defended an 
unrealistic concept of autonomy and who upheld a narrow 
minded legal approach devoid of scientific substance 
and realism; gave the impression of being unaware that 
they themselves would be trapped and destroyed under the 
wreckage of the collapsing state. It was not possible 
to hear the voices of those who perceived these bitter 
realities, sought for solutions, or warned the Turkish 
nation and called for it to unite. As I prepared the 
talk that I gave to the Turkish nation on 12 September 
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(1980) I thought repeatedly over each sentence. At 
that time, all of the press and the entire Turkish 
nation had approved of my statement and shown a 
willingness to underwrite it. Now that the time has 
come to address certain issues, the past has been 
forgotten and there is a willingness to exploit this 
matter for ulterior motives. If autonomy were the 
solution to everything, we would simply make all of 

our institutions autonomous. we would make our pro- 
vinces and our governors autonomous and say that each 
province should administer itself. In the name of 
equality, we would say that each region should elect 
its own governor and that the state should have no 
authority. In any case, we have not said anything 
about the scientific autonomy of universities. But 
consider that the state should have a role in guiding 
the universities that consume resources equivalent to 
the budgets of seven or eight ministries. The state 
should be accountable in determining the numbers of 
doctors, engineers and veterinarians that will be needed 
by this country in the future. It is for this reason 
that certain administrative restrictions have been 
introduced. We gave (certain) powers to a commission 
consisting of worthy members selected by the univer- 
sities, the Chief of State and the administration. 

Je do not trust a Chief of State elected by the votes 
of the entire nation or by the representatives of the 
nation, nor do we trust the members selected by an 
official who represents 45 million citizens. We insist 
that the university should do the choosing (of its 
administrators). I feel that this council will prove 
to be highly beneficial to the Turkish nation. If 
there have been certain shortcomings or defects in the 
preparation of the law, these will be corrected as the re- 
alt of warning signs that will become apparent following 
the implementation of the law." 


lrofessor Dogramaci who spoke after Evren said the 
following: 


"As the result of research focusing on the universities 

of the world we have come to the conclusion that univer- 
sity autonomy does not mean that universities should elect 
their own administrators. Autonomy has nothing to do 

with elections. The law which has been written provides 
for autonomy in all aspects at a level that is compa- 
tible with contemporary universities. As such, we do 

not suffer from a lack of autonomy."

In a press conference which he held later, Professor 
Nogramaci said that it was possible for the Higher 
kducation Council to introduce the scheduling of 
instruction in two shifts or at night. He said that 
four committees will promptly begin work. These are 

"The Committee for the Regulation of Working Guidelines", 
"The Committee for the Regulation of Academies and 
Institutions of Higher Learning in Conformity with the 
Higher Education Council", "The Committee for the 
Regulation of the Council's Budgetary and Fiscal Affairs" 
and "The Committee for the Regulation of Academies and 
the Status of Employees". Dogramaci said: 


"Teaching aides who according to the old law were 
classified as assistants will be able to continue their 
work at their universities as research staff. Univer- 
sities who suffer from a shortage of faculty members 

will call upon universities who have an excess in 

faculty members. A lottery system will be used to 
temporarily assign faculty members in areas where they 
are needed, for a period of two scholastic years, if 

the shortages can not be met through other means. The 
positions of the transferred faculty members will be 
maintained in their own universities and they will be 
able to return to them at the end of the two year period. 
The new law provides for a new system for the appoint- 
ment of professors. A rule stating that all faculty 
members with terminal degrees must become full professors 
exists nowhere in the world.”

RETIRED GENERAL DISCUSSES GREEK TERRITORIAL WATERS ISSUE 
Istanbul GUNAYDIN in Turkish 30 Jan 82 p 12 


/Text/ Esref Akinci is a retired general and former Com- 
mander of the Ground Forces who was selected for member- 
ship in the Consultative Assembly by the National Security 
Council. While speaking on the issue of Greek territorial 


waters Akinci said : "A move by Greece to increase its 
territorial waters in the Aegean could be considered as a 
reason for war between Turkey and Greece." He added : "The 


whole world knows that we as Turks cannot be held respon- 
Sible for the more serious conseauences that could arise 
in the future." 


As he spoke to MILLIYET about his views concerning Turkey's 
relations with Greece, Akinci drew attention to the latest 
changes made within the Greek Armed Forces by Greek Prime 
Minister Papandreou. He said that “this could in fact be 

a preparation." Akinci said that it would be wrong to per- 
ceive current issues as the only issues that exist between 
Turkey and Greece. He continued as follows : 


"The Aegean issue, the issue of the Flight Information 
Region, the issue of the Aegean Command as well as issues 
involving the continental shelf, the Patriarchate and fi- 
nally Cyprus were all questions that could have been add- 
ressed am discussed for resolution at even the Foreign 
Minister's level during the previous Greek administration. 
However, PASOK's arrival to power in Greece has served to 
further confuse the issues,in that Greece has begun an at- 
tempt to present an even more distorted view of the pro- 
blems that exist between itself and Turkey to public op- 
inion in Turkey as well as in Greece. Actually, this has 
been a long standing policy in Greece. It is designed to 
constantly attract the attention of Greek public opinion 
towards foreign matters so that domestic matters can be 
kept far from scrutiny. For instance, the important chan- 
res that have been brought by Papandreou at the command 
levels of the Greek Armed Fores cannot be dismissal as 














unimportant and are of a nature that could raise concern 
within world public opinion. This event itself is a mani- 
festation of attempts to hide the truth from the Greek 
people by drawing attention to foreign events and keeping 
realities hidden from view." 


In addressing the question of how the important changes 
brought to the command level of the Greek Armed Forces 
should ve assessed in terms of national security, Akinci 
said that certain changes within armed forces are likely 
with any new administration. He said : 


"However, such a sweeping change which involves the rep- 
lacement of all commanders with one's cwn supporters can 
not be reconciled with a sense of governmental or admini- 
strative responsibility. I can define such an act as an 
administrative measure that is irresponsible. Yet, such 
an act may be preparatory. It may also be the groundwork 
for future preparations. It may be in preparation against 
potential military opposition. it is my belief that in 
Southeastern Europe and particularly in the Mediterranean 
the Aegean problem is one that can be resolved between 
Turkey and Greece through understanding, much needed friend- 
ship and mutual cooperation. We can resolve the problem if 
we perceive it from such a vantage point. It should not be 
forgotten that unfriendly acts between two countries and 
in particular between two neighboring countries will bring 
uneasiness rather than happiness to the region. As Turks, 
we believe in the necessity of acting on the basis of this 
point of view. We wish to believe that sooner or later the 
Greeks will adopt this viewpoint and gain such an under- 
standing." 








Akinci reminded that Greece is striving to transform the 
Aegean into a Greek sea by increasing its territorial wa- 
ters in the Aegean to 12 miles. He said : "12 Miles are 
synonomous with the primary reason for a war that could 
erupt between Turkey and Greece. Such a decision could 
lead to war between the two countries. While I interpret 
attempts in this direction to be a kind of blackmail di- 
rected hy the Greek government against its own people, the 
whole world knows that we as Turks cannot be held respon- 
sble for the more serious consequences that could arise 
in the future."

PLANS FOR ARMY DEVELOPMENTS IN 1980'S 
Bonn TRUPPENPRAXIS in German Jan 82 pp 35-39 


[Text] The author--an Austrian--shows the necessity for modern- 
izing the Austrian Army by using the reservist concept and of 
experiences gained from the reservist maneuver 1979, He bases the 
following article about the military development of Austria in 
the near future on an exclus’ve interview granted to him by the 
new General Chief of Staff, Sroup A, Othman Tauschitz. The time 
required to realize these plans has not been determined. 


Organization 


The current intermediate stage of the Austrian reserve will be fully carried out 
organizationally in the first half of the current decade, which has just begun. 
Part of this is the formation of original reserve regiments, which are still 
lacking, as well as the "beefing up" of reserve troops which are necessary for the 
formation of retalizatio: forces for the individual key zones. 


[n addition, a constant continuous training of reservists through weapons exercises 
appropriate to their projected military functions is needed, whereby the steadily 
growing number of fortifications, i.e. area reinforcements as well as new kinds of 
weapons are to be considered with respect to training. Then, as long as everything 
goes according to plan, the Austrian Army will have an entire force of 186,000 men 
at its disposal by about the year 1986. Immediately following, the first stage of 
the strengthening of the Austrian defense concept will begin, which should bring 
the Austrian Army to an available mobile force of about 300,000 men by the begin- 
ning of the year 1990. 


Infrastructure 


Parallel to this personnel reinforcement, architectural precautions must also be 
met. Therefore, not only the antiquated barracks must be modernized, but also the 
garrisons lacking in the new defense concept, as for example those recently opened 
in St. Michael, or that in Amstetten, i.e. Kirchdorf/Krems, must be equipped and 
today's hardly used barracks building must be replaced with new ones. With this 
will come the building of depots for the mobilization equipment of the reservists 
as well as the already mentioned further availability of area reinforcements with 
about 500 permanent installations, tentatively. 
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Equipment and Weaponry 


The question of what the equipment and weaponry of the Austrian Army will be like 
in the 1980's appears to be more important than the relatively easily presentable 
structural buildup of the Austrian Army. 


Appropriately, those pieces of equipment, weaponry and vehicles which were only 
recentiy developed, which present the absolute best in the international market and 
which will not be outdated until into the 1990's should be considered first of all. 


There is nothing to criticize about the new Austrian personnel equipment, aside 
from the fact that the "onion peel" fatigues suited for all weather conditions and 
climates was shown in the 1979 maneuvers to be in too low supply. The reservists 
then must get along with the inadequate old camouflage fatigues witn the result 
that the reservists are far more exposed to bad weather conditions than are active 
soldiers. They are planning on correcting this soon, but one must understand that 
supplies on hand must be used up first. 


Infantry 


The production and putting into service of the new MG 74 as well as the StG 77 is 
continuing speedily. The simple-tu-dismantle storm rifle 77 caliber 5.56 mm is a 
particularly successful weapon, which never fails even when it is dirty. It weighs 
a mere 3.3 kg and has an optical target device with a 1.5 enlargement integrated » 
into the carrying handle. Because the breech is placed way in the back of the 
trigger, the entire length of the new storm rifle is a mere 800 mm in spite of its 
normal-sized 510 mm barrel. Because of this shortness, the Austrian universal 
weapon will not only take the place of the storm rifle used until now, but also 
replace the machine pistols of various origins used by some units. The MG 74 is a 
further development of a World War II machine gun with the caliber of 7.62 mm 
licensed and improved by the Beretta firm. 


In addition to this, the Austrian Army has an excellent sharpshooter rifle, the 
SSG 69 of the same caliber at its disposal. In addition to these weapons produced 
be the Steyr-Works comes yet another projected 18-round pistol, the completion of 
which is being delayed until 1982 and which generally could form the replacement 
weaponry for the P 38, i.e. Colt 45 used in the military. 


Motor Vehicles 


As far as terrain vehicles go, the Austrian Pinzgauer by the Steyr-Daimler-Puch 
Works surpasses everything on the international market in terms of quality. This 
vehicle, which likewise was bought up in fairly large numbers by the Swiss military 
as well as by a number of other countries, is used by the Austrian Army in the two- 
is well as three-axle version. A truck, the 680 M, was also developed by the same 
company for military purposes, which is also used by the Austrian Army both in its 
two-axle and three-axle version. 
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Presently a newly designed heavy truck from the Austrian automobile factory of Graef 
and Stift is ready for production. The Austrian Army, as the first, has bought 350 
pieces which will be used as transport, tow and decontamination vehicles. 


The delivery of small series continues on. As a replacement for the Puch-Haflinger, 
a jeep constructed by the Puch Company in cooperation with the German Daimler-Benz 
Works was recently introduced. All these weapons and vehicles will be able to 
outlast this decade, as already stated above, and are to be bought in greater 
quantities, particularly because of the build-up of the reserve. 


Tanks, Light Tanks 


As far as tanks go, the Austrian Army has two tank battalions supplied with the 
American medium sized battle tank M 60 Al as well as one which still has the 
outdated model M 47 at its disposal. The M 47's are presently being traded for the 
American tank type M 60 A3, whereby it is also thought that the available M 60 Al's 
would be replaced by the M 60 A3. The turrets of the M 47 will also be built into 
solid installations as was the case with the turrets of other dismantled tanks of 
the Austrian Army. 


if one analyzes the results of the 1979 maneuver, it is evident that the strength- 
ening of tank power in Austria is a must. Until then, hopefully it will have been 
decided whether or not Switzerland with the cooperation of Austrian industry will 
actually develop its own medium sized battle tank, which the Austrian Army could 
then buy, or whether or not the Swiss military is thinking of the purchase of 
German Leopard 2 tanks. Since Austria is prevented by treaty from doing this, it 
has to look around for other tanks in this case. 


An improved version of the dragoon attack tank built by Steyr-Daimler-Puch Works 
and introduced in fairly large numbers in the Austrian Army was recently presented. 
The Dragoon II has a weapons system stabilizer, a fully automatic fire guidance 
svstem and is equipped for night firing. In addition, it is intended to raise 
initial velocity of the gun, so that it is suitable for firing heavy projectiles. 
On the chassis of the Dragoon there is a multiusable tank recovery model by the 
name of Greif, which at present has an ammunition carrier as an accessory. 


For the completion of the light Austrian tank family, work is being done on an 
"engineer tank" which is a further development of the Greif recoverer tank. 


A newly conceived APC will be put in action in the near future as a replacement 

for the Saurer APC presently in use in the Austrian Army. The Dragoon chassis 

serves as the hase--somewhat stronger than that of the APC, which has one more track- 
supporting roller. Even though the new APC is a little higher than the old one, 

it allows the crew to fight from inside the vehicle under armored protection. 


In the Austrian automobile firm of Graef and Stift, an armored vehicle on wheels, 
which has many uses, is being built on a heavy truck chassis. The Swiss military 
also shows a great deal of interest in this. Opinions differ, however, about the 
armament of the tank which is presently conceived as a reconnaissance tank. The 
prototype shows a turret by the Oerlikon firm equipped with a 35 mm machine cannon. 











Although this turret would have to become a little lighter, the cannon can be 
switched instantaneously to accommodate different types of ammunition, and appears 
to be suitable for engaging light armored vehicles as well as aerial targets having 
' medium velocity. Unfortunately, this armored vehicle appears to be a little 
high, because it is both amphibious and may not exceed a width of 2.4m. Its 
engine, axles and other components are like in the Austrian Army's heavy truck, but 
one advantage is the lack of noise while driving. This new armored vehicle is 
probably destined for the development of special vehicles, e.g. for battle observ- 
ation, or as armored missile carrier. 


fhis decade will therefore bring a perfection of the light Austrian tank family 
and the modernization of armored carrier vehicles. 


Artillery 


ln contrast to the time before 1938, no artillery pleces of any kind have been built 
in Austria up to this time. This may be a reason that artillery pieces of so many 
dilterent models and calibers are used in Austrian national defense. So, among 
other things, large caliber weapons which were left by the four occupational powers 
to the Austrian Army for its establishment, as soon as they were expelled from the 
mobile units, were used in the armament of permanent installations. 


This is especially true of the turrets of broken down tanks, whereby even old 
foreign armored vehicles as, for example, the Centurion, were bought only for the 
purpose of installing the still intact cannons along with the turrets into antitank 
bunkers. It was also intended, as soon as the present bottleneck is removed, to 
acquire more Centurions or other turrets for this purpose in the course of the 
1980's. Austrians never worry about national defense because of the much varied 
ammunition, because the missions of the permanent installations are to stop a 
presumed agressor from an attack on Austria. The attacker knows that he would be 
held in every key zone secured by fortification for a few days; and for this time 
span there is always sufficient ammunition available. 


For a long time, the introduction of new 80 mm and 120 mm grenade iaunchers, which 
are to replace allied grenade launchers in great number, has been considered in the 
Austrian Army. In spite of the employment difficulties in the Austrian high-grade 
steel plants, prototypes have only now been created. One can only hope at this 
Stage that soon a speedy purchase will occur. In addition, Austria is likely to 
manufacture 155 mm cannons with a wider range which have been developed in Canada. 
This firm also plans the production of tank-turrets for installation of the cannons 
in permanent installations as well as the completion of 105 mm tank cannons. 


Modern observation and measuring devices are being introduced, as well as fire 
vuidance computers developed in an Austrian factory. 


Anti-Aircraft Defense 
As a result of the prohibition of rockets established in the Austrian national 


treaty which, on the one hand, is unfortunately still in effect and, on the other 
hand, is interpreted by many as problematic, Austrian anti-aircraft defense is 
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based exclusively on barrel weapons; these are the 20 mm single barrel as well as 
the 359 mm twin anti-aircraft guns of the Swiss Oerlikon firm and several probably 
already obsolete FIA tanks M-42. The 35 mm twin anti-aircraft artillery is con- 
trolled with the help of fire-guidance equipment of the Skyguard type. According 
to experiences confirmed during the 1979 maneuvers, there will have to be a con- 
siderable strengthening of troop air defense in the near future. In particular it 
appears necessary to provide the Austrian Army with modern anti-aircraft tanks. 
For this reason, attempts are being made to accommodate the 20 m, i.e. the 30 mm 
twin anti-aircraft gun on the Dragoon chassis. Moreover, the Austrian Army is 
provided with around 50 pieces of 4 cm Borfors anti-aircraft machine artillery, 
which are no longer adequate for rapid deployment troops because of their obso- 
leteness. These guns will be installed into permanent installations after their 
replacement by modern equipment, as by the way will also be the turrets of the 

M 42 anti-aircraft tanks. 


Air Force 


Since the afore-mentioned "Gold Dome" will soon be completed, a decision on the 
procurement of interceptors can be counted on in the near future. In any case, the 
establishment of a modern Austrian Air Force will follow in the first half of this 
decade. In this connection, the Saab Safir training plane, now used by the Austrian 
Air Force, will be replaced by modern models. As interceptors, the French Mirage 
50, as well as the American F 16 are under discussion. It cannot be concealed that 
the F 16 exhibits a technically more modern total conception (greater maneuver- 
ability, longer system duration, greater economy). Grandiose compensation offers 
were made to Austria by both bidders, which permits the Austrian Government to 
ireely select which parts i.e. devices it wants to produce in Austria. Whether or 
not the understandable wish of air force officers for the most modern can be met 
depends, on the one hand, on the final price, and on the other hand, on economic- 
political considerations made outside the defense department. 


Plans are also being considered to transfer the emphasis in land operations from 
fighter bombers to helicopters in the future. 


Means of Communication 


Shortly, there will also be sweeping innovations in the communications area, which 
will reach the stationary communications net of the Austrian Army, which is still 
at this time hand operated, as well as the modern radios of the mobile units. 


After the completion of the communication system 80 (FMS 80), Austria will have one 
of the most modern military infrastructures at its disposal. 


With the integrated digital FMS 80, which, as a result of the structure of its 

soft- and hardware, is geared to military requirements, Delta- or Pulse code 
demodulation can be used in communication. The possibilities in communications 
transmission extend not only to telephone and radio traffic, but also to teletypes, 
data processors, telecopiers, etc. Above all, the automatic and determined choice 
of route dialling as well as the provided storage exchange must be emphasized. 
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Additional Observations 


it one considers the development of Austrian national defense somewhat critically 
now, it comes to mind that Austria still does not have a screening system of its 
iir space. This is extremely deplorable, because the absence of at least inter- 
ceptors is doubly noticeable at a time of worldwide crises. If one considers that 
two years pass from the time the decision to purchase a certain type of plane is 
made until these planes are combat ready, an order which is not placed immediately 
could arrive too late. Should this be the case, it would be devastating, since 
available tank forces, which are too small in number to begin with, but also the 
permanent installations would be unprotected against attacks from the air. In 
addition, the problem of the most modern anti-aircraft and anti-tank projectiles 
should also finallv be solved. 


With the already required increase of tank forces, it appears especially because of 
the topographical formation of Austria, that an essential building up of helicopter 
bases is definite. Just at a time when, in the words of Austrian General Chief of 
Staff, Field Marshall Conrad von Hoetzendorf: "Who rules the heights also rules 
the valleys," because of the greater vulnerability of armored vehicles from the 
side, i.e. from above, are more meaningful than ever before, the helicopter is the 
means of transport which can quickly move troops in the mountains, block invasions 
or bring in supplies. 


But even the supply of a great number of helicopter gunships also appears definite, 
because the forested hilly terrain, the narrow Austrian mountain valleys are suited 
like no other land formation for contour flight and the sudden appearance of heli- 
copters near the ground. Apart from the fact that these valleys cannot be maneu- 
vered close to the ground by other aircraft because of their high speeds, at which 
one can hardly make out positions in this type of terrain, and because of the rel- 
atively large radii of the curves, helicopters can find shelter everywhere in flying 
lanes which are difficult to scout out and from which they can take off for their 
missions and into which they can disappear again. 


In summary, it can finally be stated that Austria is well on its way to further 
strengthen its army's combat strength, which is underestimated by many, in the near 
luture. Here, it should however not be concealed that although in the 1981 budget 
the increase in military expenditures was numerically insignificant, percentagewise 
it reached the lowest level since the existence of the Austrian Army of the Second 
Republic. If a supplementary budget in the area of defense--which one can only 
nope for--does not come about, the execution of the planned proposals would be in 
serious danger.

BONN REACTS TO U.S. DECISION ON CHEMICAL WEAPONS

[Article by fy: Bonn Fears Anti-U.S. Comments; Concern Over Resumption of 
Chemical Weapons Production" ] 


[Text] Bonn, 16 Feb--President Reagan's decision to resume the production of 
chemical weapons, which was halted in 1969, worries the Federal Government 
more than what is revealed by the cautious statement on the subject issued a 
few days ago by their spokesman. After the message from Washington last week 
State Secretary Becker limited himself to the observation that it is a matter 
of a "sovereign decision by the United States, of which the Federal Govern- 
ment has taken note." Becker also pointed out Washington's readiness to dis- 
pose of its chemical weapons if the Soviet Union were to promise to do the 
same and if verification of this agreement were assumed. The U.S. chemicai 
weapons are only intended as deterrents against the Soviet potential, without 
the production being aimed at the achievement of parity. 


This cautious and detached-sounding position by the Federal Government is 
obviously influenced by the fear that Reagan's message could lead to anti- 
American protests in those segments of the German public which are opposed to 
Western armament measures and could make the government's situation even more 
difficult than it already is with respect to the criticism of the NATO double 
decision. 


The Federal Government's reaction, which can be explained in this manner, 
covers Bonn's opinion which stems from both military and foreign policy view- 
points. According to it the situation appears as follows: The use of chemical 
and biological weapons in wartime has already been prohibited by the 1925 
Geneva Protocol, but their manufacture and storage have not. However, a ban 
on the development, production and storage of biological weapons was meanwhile 
achieved in the 1972 agreement. A corresponding accord for chemical weapons 
has not been accomplished, on the other hand, although negotiations have been 
under way for years in the framework of the UN disarmament talks in Geneva, 
both multilaterally and bilaterally between the Russians and the Americans. 


The hope by the United States that its unilateral production halt, which was 
decided on in 1969 and which is still in force today, would bring about a 
corresponding action by the Soviet Union was not fulfilled. On the contrary, 














the Soviet Union has continued its production of chemical weapons and in- 
creased its stockpiles. In expert circles these are estimated at 350,000 to 
400,000 tons of chemical waffare material. Mowcow keeps them in stock al- 
though the Soviet Union also favors the elimination of all chemical weapons 
and the prohibition of their manufacture and storage. However, Moscow refuses 
to accept on-site verification of this agreement. This refusal at present 
constitutes the decisive obstacle to a conclusion of the desired agreement. 


This is the background against which the U.S. decision is evaluated in Bonn. 
It is also regarded as particularly important that Washington will immediately 
halt the production it now intends to resume and will destroy all chemical 
weapons as soon as a corresponding agreement has been reached in Geneva. In 
the government circle the U.S. reasoning is also considered correct, that the 
West--should the Soviet Union deploy chemical weapons--must possess the capa- 
bility of responding to a limited extent with its own chemical weapons. It 

is equally emphasized, however, that chemical weapons must not be allowed to 
form an independent part of the NATO strategic concept. In contrast to 
nuclear weapons, which are indispensable as deterrents, NATO should preferably 
renounce chemical weapons completely, as soon as reciprocity and verification 
of this renunciation have been assured. A unilateral renunciation, on the 
other hand, is senseless, above all because it would allow Moscow additional 
superiority and would eliminate all incentives for concluding an agreement. 


The Federal Government's concerns about public reaction also seem to be the 
cause of its complete avoidance of the stationing issue under reference to the 
U.S. intent to store the new chemical weapons in the United States in peace- 
time. This reticence is astonishing in view of the other reports on this sub- 
ject. It has thus been said that the chemical weapons, which are already on 
hand in Europe and have been stored for more than 13 years, are subject to a 
chemical aging process which poses a hazard to their storage, such as the 

risk that individual grenades begin to "leak." Storage of the new weapons, 
described as "binary" chemical weapons, is said to be risk-free, because the 
chemical agents--each one separately--are non-toxic. Only when used do 

they produce a toxic effect from being mixed. It is further assumed that the 
quantity of new chemical weapons, which are to replace the ones stockpiled 
until now, will be smaller. Since the location and amount of the U.S. chemi- 
cal weapons stored in the FRG are secret, but the fact that they exist is not 
denied, it should be in the obvious interest of the FRG to replace the present 
chemical weapons with a smaller quantity of "problem-free" binary chemical 
agents, until the elimination of all chemical weapons on both sides has been 
agreed upon.

BUDGET PROBLEMS SLOW DOWN TORNADO PRODUCTION

[Text] For Minister of Defense Apel the difficulties of the past year are still 
everywhere, even in areas where the minister thinks he has gotten things under 
control with great effort. The catchword is again "Tornado." This airplane, which 
in the midst of peace has demonstrated to the minister its political destructive 
power by not only upsetting the financial planning in his house, but also 
disarraying his own political image, is always good for new difficulties. Even 
before the Bundestag's investigating committee completed its work, which is 
supposed to shed light on the billion-mark tear which this airplane has made in the 
defense budget, even before the defense committee has discussed and taken notice of 
the most recent annual report and state of affairs report about the realization 

of the "Tornado" program, new difficulties announce themselves. 


[n one of those 30-line reports to the press with which the minister of defense 
from time to time makes known what he deems worth knowing--change in command posts, 
a trip by the general inspector to Nigeria or the visit of a foreign guest--the 
Hardthoehe spoke a few days ago of a "change in the Tornado production program." 
From this, it is clear that after comprehensive discussions with project partners 
[Italy and Great Britain it was agreed that the largest annual delivery rate of the 
"Tornado" must be newly set at 44 planes for England and 42 for the FRG. On the 
other hand, the production rate for Italy, as is further learned, will remain 
unchanged. The "program smoothing" agreed upon between Bonn and London will get 
rid of “production peaks" which would have arisen in the next 3 years if the 
"original program" had been continued. Now "problems in the sector of defense 
budgets" will be "softened" in the next 3 years without "greater" operational and 
industrial adjustments becoming necessary. Of what consequence the financial 
accomodations are--the paper is silent on this issue, and anyone who does not want 
to go along w.th so much holding back learns that every word of this report had 
been bindingly agreed upon with the British so that additional details--even if 
such had been wanted--could not be written into it. 


Slowing Production Necessary 


What the wording of this paper only suggests is nothing more than the fact that 
the German defense budget, which was cut too close, is forcing a slowdown 








in production and delivery on the "Tornado" airplanes. This disruption in the 
acquisition program came about only after persistent efforts by the Federal 
Government which finally were halfway successful with the English. The Italians 
remained firm. They are sticking to the scheduled realization of their "Tornado" 
program. The German squadrons will now have to wait until the end of this decade 
before all new planes are delivered to them because now the last 29 planes cannot 
be produced until 1988. 


Details from the Ministry about the question by how many millions of marks the 
defense budget will be lightened in the next few years because of decreased pro- 
duction were thus far vague. As if people in the Ministry of Defense were exactly 
sure about it--and this is also how the question about additional costs which will 
result from slowing down production is answered. 


The Ministry of Defense, meanwhile, will not be able to keep up this holding back 
for long because the written inquiries on this topic have already been put forth 

by the opposition in the Bundestag. Its defense policy spokesman, Wuerzbach, 

needed only to refer back to Apel himself. How had the minister of defense stated 
it before the Tornado investigating committee on 19 March 1981? "Extending its 
production and its entrance (The "Tornado" is meant) would result in additional 
costs that could not be justified and which would be exclusively at the expense of 
the federal treasury." Thus, small wonder that delegate Wuerzbach is now asking 
about why additional costs will result for the FRG from the extension and how these 
sums are to be produced. He is also asking whether Apel's statement is still 
correct that an extension--which has not been decided on--would lead to "intolerable 
military consequences." These are questions which are essential and whose answer, 

as is well known, is causing the minister of defense some trouble. But Apel, who 
since taking office at the Hardthoehe does not know how he is to pay the bills for 
what others before him ordered and decided on, must feel that the Tornado debacle 
which refuses to end is increasingly worse than running the gauntlet.

NEW GUIDELINES SET FOR ARMS EXPORT

[Text] In the discussion about arms export, the Federal Government has found a 
way which leaves it as much elbow room as ever in decisionmaking but, at the same 
time, places part of the responsibility on Parliament. 


The week before last, leading social-liberal politicians agreed almost casually 
at a coalition meeting on the guidelines for the sale of war materials. What 
resulted from this is too lax for many representatives. 


Startled by the Saudis’ desire for tanks, the SPD and FDP had employed their own 
task froces to newly regulate arms exports. Their goal: Parliament should take 
part in the Federal Security Council's decisions on the export of arms. 


fherefore, in their concluding report, the SPD commission, under Egon Bahr, 
recommended that a control committee with five to nine representatives be created. 


However, the government did not want to let itself be constrained by this. It 
merely promised in the future to inform the party chairmen discretely about immi- 
nent weapons deals--and thereby can shirk part of its responsibility without 
allowing the decision to be taken out of its hands. 


The social-liberals want to hold fast to their principle not to deliver to critical 
areas. But exceptions are possible "if vital foreign- and security policy interests 
of the FRG call for this under consideration of alliance interests." 


A rule, which only ostensibly establishes strong measuress--arms supplies to Saudi 
Arabia, for example, could thus be totally justified. Norbert Gansel, member of 
the Bahr commission, find the unbinding rubber clause "partly funny, partly frivo- 
lous."" His scornful comment: "Therefore it is clear that everything remains 
unclear." 


llow the government uses the elbow room which the new guidelines give it will be 
shown soon enough. 


Kuwait and Argentina have reported their desire for German arms, and Malaysia has 
waited for almost a year for permission to order over 100 armored track vehicles 
from the FRG. The company contracts amounting to half-billion marks have already 
been signed. 


The office of the chancellor is inclined to say "yes" to that. It would be a 
precedent: heavy military equipment such as tanks were sold, up to now, without 
exception to NATO countries or countries aligned with NATO only.

(ORPEDOES REPLACED BY 143A WEAPON SYSTEM

[Text] With the christening and launching of the S71 
"Gepard" at the Fr. Luerssen shipyard in Bremen- 
Vegesack on 25 September 1981 and of the S73 “Hermelin" 
at the second shipyard, the Kroeger shipyard Rendsburg 
Inc. on 8 December 1981 and the impending ceremony and 
Launching of the S72 "puma," again at Luerssen, on 

8 February 1982, the moment is drawing closer in which 
the navy will, in a relatively short period of time, be 
equipped with PT boats of the 143A type. According to 
present plans, it is to receive its first boat at the 
end of 1982, the tenth and last in the fall of 1984. 
They are replacing the PT boats of the "Zobel" class 
(S142), which were constructed at the beginning of the 
1960's and were later modernized, but which can no 
longer meet the future threat with their weapon systems 
and which, with an expected life span of approximately 
20 years, have fulfilled the requirements which can be 
placed on a PT boat over this period of time. 





It is a phenomenon of our time that weapon systems which run into difficul- 
ties during their development phase (example TORNADO) are always in the pub- 
lic eye, while others, where everything runs smoothly, appear to be hardly 
worthy of interest. The 143A is such a system, about which--at least until 
now--no one could complain. This is even more amazing because in its 

present form it had not even been part of the original plans of the navy, had 
to fill a suddenly appearing gap, and had little time between conception 
until the conclusion of the contract. At that time the navy planned to enter 
the new technology of the air foil wing boats with the boats of the Zobel 
class, and to obtain ten of these S-162 boats. At that time, the United 
States, Italy and the FRG participated in the development of that type of 
boat, the latter with approximately DM 70 million. Modern technology does 
have its price! However, when price calculations ~f a series of ten boats 
resulted in a total price of approximately DM 140 million for each boat-- 
one can safely say that this figure would have grown to 150 or 160 million 
due to inflation--the navy was forced to abandon the S-162 project for 
financial reasons. It was not possible at that time to come up with an 
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amount of almost IM 1.5 billion. But because the navy has all the technical 
knowledge resulting from the trilateral development--which, by the way, was 
carried out at the American aircraft giant, Boeing--the airfoil wing boat 
project is probably just lying dormant and has not been discarded. Boats 
having this type of construction, speed at sea, and stable platform are much 
too interesting for that. But exactly when this would happen for the FRG 
Navy is still up in the air at present, because after completion of the 
S-143A program no more PT boats will be docked for quite some time, since a 
certain quota in the PT boat flotilla has been reached. 


Via the 162 detour, navy planners had to come up with something new relatively 
quickly in order to fill the Zobel gap, and the PT boat of the 143A class 
became the alternative. 


Initial Proposal 


In November 1977 Georg Leber, then defense minister, suggested to the chair- 
man of the defense committee the procurement of the "alternative" ten PT 
boats of the 143A class. Reference could be made to the procurement of a 
modified PT boat 143, to a second lot, as it were. The risks were small, 
even if the difficulties with gluing with the class 143 had to be dealt with. 
But this type of workmanship in the construction of a boat hull is today 

no longer an issue for the navy, general contractors or shipyards. It 
therefore does not need to be dealt with here. Both the defense and budget 
committees approved the plan in March and May 1978 respectively. General 
contractor became AEG Telefunken, which had gained the necessary technical 
and administrative experiences during the construction of the PT boat 143, 
and was therefore considered to be the most experienced firm to be entrusted 
with this project costing more than a billion. Selected shipyards were Fr. 
Luerssen in Bremen-Vegesack with seven boats, and Kroeger in Rendsburg with 
three boats. 


Combination Construction Method 


The question whether the 143A boats should be constructed out of wood or 
steel was discussed long and thoroughly by those responsible and by experts. 
Each has advantages and disadvantages. Steel was debated for a long time and 
was finally discarded because it would have meant that the new design--as 
opposed to the 143 which is made out of wood--would have causéd a delay of 
approximately 2 and 1/2 years. The advantages of a steel boat would have 
been, in addition to the somewhat lower costs for the hull and lower produc- 
tion costs, a larger boat because the fuel could have been stored in the 
double bottom. The disadvantage would have been the considerably higher 
cost for insulation and a less flexible boat. In addition, other boats 

made out of light steel have shown certain faults in the forecastle and 
deck, so a degree of scepticism was not uncalled for. As far as possible 
repairs are concerned, there are no great differences between steel and 
wood. Even in a steel boat one cannot simply cut out a piece of tin and weld 
in another one in its place. The essential characteristics of this piece of 
tin are just as important as it would be with wood. Finally, the combina- 
tion of wood, steel and aluminum of the 143A was no longer disputed. By 
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the way, the lack of magnetism and thus protection against mines with mag- 
netic fuses is not to be underestimated with this type of combination. 


The 143A corresponds to the 143 in its main characteristics. It has a 
water displacement of over 390 tons, an overall length of 57.6 m, a width of 
/./6 m, and a draft of 2.19 m. With four diesel engines MTU MA 16V 956 TB91 
(each having a maximum 3308 kW/4500 hp), the boat reaches a top speed of 
more than 36 knots (1 kn = i.85 km/h). 


Ne More Torpedoes 


Aside from the fact that the newest knowledge and technology were and are 
used in the construction of the PT 143A (improvements were made in the weapon 
vyuidance system and electronic warfare--Eloka), the main difference between 
it and the 143 are in the armament. No changes were made in the missiles 
against ship targets, the MM-38 EXOCET. The 143A's also receive four start 
containers with one missile each, arranged just as in the 143 behind the 
superstructures and aft. A different type of ship-to-ship missile such as 
the HARPOON was never seriously discussed. Aside from the fact that a second 
type of missile could be managed by the PT flotilla as far as training and 
logistics are concerned, a PT boat without a separate orientation device 
could not take advantage of the range of such a missile, since targets at 
great distances lie beyond the radar horizons of PT boats because of their 
relatively low antennas. Under present conditions, the range of the EXOCET 
weapon system is fully sufficient for the engagement of ship targets by PT 


boat S. 


There will, however, be a change in the cannons. In contrast to the S-143, 
which has one each 76 mm anti-aircraft/sea target gun OTO Melara on the fore- 
castle and the quarterdeck, the S-143A has it only on the forecastle. It is 

a type of artillery which has been proven in the FRG Navy and has since been 
distributed worldwide. It has an extremely high cadence, can be used auto- 
mat ically without personne] at the cannon, with automatic impact fuse (against 
sea targets) and proximity fuse (against aerial targets). Part of the 
ammunition is stored in a ring magazine underneath the gun, ready for firing. 


With the 143A weapon system, the German PT boats are finally discarding the 
torpedo, which for decades had been the "classical" and main weapon system of 
this boat. Already the 20 PT boats of the type 148, which were built in 
France, no longer had torpedoes on board. Yet the S-143 again had two 
launching tubes each--aimed aft: and now with the 143A, they are no longer 
the armament for PT boats. The new developments also, such as the wire- 
guidance system or the latest torpedo types for submarines, could not 

change anythirg about this in the long run. In contrast to the attack with 
missiles, which can occur from distances which, in the last world war, could 
just barely be reached by battleships with their 38 or 40 cm guns, a PT 

boat using torpedoes must be relatively close to the target, and would be 
forced to stay close for some time because of the torpedo guidance, and would 
be exposed during that time to enemy attack which could be fatal. 
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Also new with the S-143A is the equipment with mine rails enabling transport 
and launching in the area of operation. The rails are adapted to the new 
mine development of the navy, and number of mines to be loaded is understand- 
ably secret. 


New Anti-Aircraft System: RAM 


For defense against attacks from the air by aircraft or missiles, the navy 
uses for the S-43A a newly developed American close-range missile weapon 
system: RAM (Rolling Airframe Missile) which was originally called ASMD 
(Antiship Missile Defense). To give a complete picture, the same system is 
planned for the frigates 122. RAM is optimal for defense against aerial 
targets which are deployed against combat efficient units such as PT boats, 
and which can become very dangerous to them if aircraft or missile are at close 
range. In addition to the United States Navy and the FRG Navy, only Denmark 
participates--although to a very small degree--in the development at the 
Pomona Division of General Dynamics. A few other NATO nations are observing 
the system with interest. Ome RAM system each is to be installed in the 143A 
in place of the 76 mm guns aft. It is also planned to rearm the 143 to RAM 
later on; after that, it is to be callec 143B. 


With a range of slightly less than 10 km, the RAM missile follows the "fire 
and forget" principle. After aiming at the target and launching the missile, 
it can be "forgotten," which m2zans that the aerial target does not need to be 
steadily beamed at by a fire guidance radar, since the missile seeks it 
independently. The missile makes passive use of the radiation of the target 
radar and, in the final phase, switches to its infrared guidance system. But 
it can also find its target by seeking the source of the radiation through 
radar. The surveillance radar of the weapon guidance system WM 27 by Signaal 
(Hollandse Signaalapparaten, Hengelo) takes over the fire guidance, better 
called target indicator hear, in the RAM. It is part of the automatic combat 
and information system for PT boats (AGIS). With the surveillance radar, 
several aerial targets can be picked up, tracked, and the RAM system can be 
deployed against them. 


The latest known details about the RAM missile are: length 2./8 m, diameter 
(caliber) 0.13 m, weight 70.6 kg, speed supersonic. They are built largely 

ol proven components of existing missiles such as the infrared guidance system 
of the American STINGER and the rocket engine, fuse and warhead of the known 


SIDEWINDER. The small diameter of the missile allows the storage of a rela- 
tively large number of them in a small space and on one single launching 
device. For the navy--for the frigate 122 as well as for the 143A (and of 


course also for the 143), a launching device has been developed that is de- 
rived from the American PHALANX system, which can accommodate 24 missiles. 
[It is far less costly than, e.g., a gun; it weighs around 5 tons. Contrac- 
tual partners on the German side in the RAM system development are AEG 
Telefunken as general contractor--here only with special tasks--, Diehl!, 


VFW, lloesch Rothe Erde and Bodenseewerke Geraetetechnik. Within the last 
few weeks, the first two developmental RAM models have been received for 
initial testing and evaluation. According to past experiences, a consid- 


erable period of time is still required until production can be begun. 
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Already in the initial proposal, the navy had pointed out the "considerable 
time risk" involving RAM and had agreed to a later installation of the RAM 
after the 143A had been delivered to the fleet. The efficiency of the RAM 
anti-aircraft system is still valued so highly by the navy that it is willing 
to take the considerable time delay in stride. Alternative solutions are 

not considered at this time and neither are they available. The 143A will be 
armed with ten 76 mm OTO Melara guns from the S-143, which, as mentioned above, 
will also be later equipped with the RAM system. 


Improved Living Conditions On Board 


Considerable space for the crew has been gained below deck through the 
climination of the 76 mm guns on the quarterdeck. Since the 143A have six 
fewer soldiers on board, and because one gun and the torpedoes have been 
climinated, each individual crew member can enjoy more comfort. There will 
be more cabins, some of them also for NCO's and sailors. It can he called a 
"noticeable improvemert," a fact which cannot be valued enough, especially 
during long periods of peace. In spite of their great usability--this 

makes the S-143 the most valued boat in the fleet--the new S-143A also 
strongly support "their" tender on which one of the proven material mainten- 
ance crews helps out in case of defect or breakdown. 


Deadlines and Costs 


According to plans, which they intend to follow, the first S-143A is to be 
delivered to the fleet at the end of 1982. If everything continues to go 

according to plans, other boats are to follow in 2 and 1/2-month-intervals, 
co that the last boat could be delivered to the fleet in the fall of 1984. 


Production costs for the 143A weapon system--perhaps it would be more 
accurate to speak of modification costs--are around DM 7 million and are thus 
less than the DM 10 million originally proposed. The entire system price for 
each boat, at prices valid at the end of 1981, are approximately DM 120 
million, so that--compared to the original proposals--one can merely speak 

of cost increases caused by inflation. This statement, which can almost be 
called an exception at a time cf exploding costs, contains high appreciation 
for those in the navy responsible for planning and execution, for the 
general contractor, shipyards, and for everyone else participating in the 
production of the PT 143A.

BUNDESWEHR 1983 BUDGET--The task of the federal finance minister for the 
recent beginning of the 1983 Bundeswehr budget preparation states: 1. adhere 
to the financial planning value of DM 46.03 billion for 1983; 2. base all 
expenditures on the price level for mid-1983. In accordance with the pre- 
vious preparation pr. ‘dure, the Federal Defense Ministry would have to pre- 
pare the 1983 budget using a price base of December 1981. With this trick 
the finance minister cancels the inflation of a year and a half. All of a 
sudden Apel is short almost DM 2 billion. In the financial planning Apel's 
budget grows by 1.5 percent from 1982 to 1983. But in armaments inflation 
is running 7 percent and more.

ARMS EXPORT COMMITTEE--The SPD and FDP factions are attempting to arrive at an 
ayreement regarding new guidelines for the government policy on German arms export 
permits. Especially the SPD is urging the Federal Government to adopt a restric- 


tive policy, as formulated in the proposal by a committee chaired by Balir. 
Neither the delivery of two submarines to Chile nor that of tanks to Saudi Arabia 
would meet with majority approval in the SPD faction at the moment. The SPD has 


sugvested the establishment of a parliamentary control panel modeled after the 
control in the intelligence service in order not to rob the government of the 
responsibility for such decisions and to maintain the government's power to act.

MAVERICK MISSILE USED BY SWEDEN HAS CHANGED TARGET SYSTEM 
Stockholm DAGENS NYHETER in Swedish 26 Feb 82 p 16

'Text] "The purchase of the American Maverick attack missile for the Swe- 
dish Viggen airplane shows how important Swedish competence in the missile 
area is. 


"If we had known nothing about missiles, we would have been fooled by the 
Maverick, Our expertise meant we could see the shortcomings of the Maverick 
and correct them," 


Colonel Sten Bergstrom, chief of the Air Force weapons section under the De- 
fense Materiel Division, said this to DAGENS NYHETER. Bergstrom was one of 
the people behind the purchase of Maverick missiles costing hundreds of mil- 
lions from the United States--missiles now regarded as junk in the United 
States. 


When the Swedish Air Force began looking at the Maverick missile as a pos- 
sible weapon for the Viggen in the mid-i970's, it was realized after a time 
that this was not a perfect missile. 


The worst problem was the target system in the missile--a TV camera for 
zeroing in on the target. But the warhead itself and the flight properties 
of the missile were regarded as being quite good. And it was cheap-- 
275,000 kronor per missile. 


"The missiles were developed for the American Air Force and its specific 
purposes,’ said Colonel Sten Bergstrom of the Defense Materiel Division. 


"One could say that it is perfect for attacking tanks in the desert. But it 
was unsuitable for the kind of targets we had in mind." 


In Sweden they are not shooting at tanks but at ships, bridges, rail and 
highway convoys, air bases and similar large targets. 


Therefore the missiles had to be modified--a job that mainly involved im- 
provements in the target-finding mechanism, 
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New Circuit System 


The work was done in a cooperation among missile experts from Swedish indus- 
try, the Defense Materiel Division, the Defense Research Institute and the 
American missile manufacturer, Hughes Aircraft. When the development work 
was completed, Hughes Aircraft was given the detailed specifications from 
Sweden concerning the changes--which primarily involved manufacturing a new 
circuit system for the target-finder. 


"We are convinced that the missile is now good and that it will meet our re- 
quirements completely," said Sten Bergstrom. "We have made extensive prac- 

tical tests of the target system--from helicopters, among other things--and 

we are sure that everything functions well. 


"For cost reasons, one cannot test fire very many missiles--each shot costs 
275,000 kronor--but we have fired enough of them to know that the missile 
works," 


Pig in a Poke 


Sten Bergstrom said the Maverick example shows how important it is to have a 
functioning Swedish missile industry that can supply the armed forces with 
enough expertise so we can evaluate what we are buying. 


"To some extent we are forced to buy a pig in a poke when we go abroad,” 
said Bergstrom. "A foreign missile manufacturer does not give out too many 
details on a missile unless he is sure it will lead to a deal. 


"Therefore one always runs the risk of buying ‘junk,'" 


Colonel Bergstrom said a lot could be learned from the Maverick experience 
lal. the decision on the JAS [ combined fighter, bomber and surveillance 
plane}. 


"The public discussion has been intensive with regard to the airplane 
itself--the 'platform' for the weapons--but not much has been said about the 
weapons. 


"One should be as interested in the weapons as in the plane and examine how 
the costs will be divided up between the armaments and the airplane." 


Cost Question 


"Right now the Swedish missile industry is producing the naval missile, 
Robot 15, but after that no one knows what is coming," said Bergstrom. 


"If we do not keep the expertise inside the country by continuing to order 
missiles in Sweden, it will be very hard for us to judge foreign missiles in 
the future." 


But why not buy all our missiles inside the country? Sten Bergstrom said: 


"It is a question of cost. In many cases it is impossible to order systems 
in sufficiently large quantities to make them economically feasible to pro- 
duce. It is the cost that knocks out Swedish missiles, not the quality of 
the product.”

ANTARTIC EXPEDITION'S SUMMER STATION COMPLETED 
West Berlin DER TAGESSPIEGEL in German 14 Feb 82 p 30 


[Text] The German Antarctic expedition has built the "Filchner 
Summer Station" on the Ronne ice shelf in the record time of 

5 days. On Saturday, construction crew and scientists boarded 
the icebreaker "Polarqueen" for return to the main base, "Georg- 
von-Neumayer Station" approximately 600 km away at Atka Bay. 
Contractor Hans Wunder reported in a radio telecommunication to 
Bonn: "A penguin flown in by us is now watching the summs 
station--like a watchdog." 


The main station at the Atka Bay had been established in January of last year. When 
the Polarqueen anchored at the edge of the ice on 28 December, a 10-month isolation 
ended for the five men who had spent the winter in the station. Some of the tech- 
nicians and scientists moved into the station to complete it and to initiate a 
research program. 


On 29 January, the Polarqueen reached the Ronne ice shelf with the rest of the crew. 
In 5 davs, steel pillars became the foundation on the ice, on which nine containers 
were then screwed together for a summer station. Twice a day a helicopter brought 
warm food from the ship. 


On 6 February, a technician christened the structure "Filchner-Summer Station" with 
a bottle of champagne. "At about 9 pm, the guests arrived from the ship by heli- 
copter. They brought with them a penguin from the edge of the ice shelf. It was 
yrobably the first penguin ever to fly in a helicopter. He survived the flight 
well and is now guarding the station," it says in the telecommunication. 


The crew of the main base reports in a further communication about ideal weather 
and working conditions. In temperatures near freezing, the crew even had a bar- 
becue on the ice, followed by a soccer game. Next to the main station, an airport 
has been built, on which a "DO 128/6" is scheduled to land next year for the first 
time. This will enable a flight connection from Argentina to the German Antartic 
station. 


The news was received with relief in Bonn research ministry, because at the 
beginning of this year's mission, there has been #n accident report. During the 
transport of materials from the ship to the station, the helicopter's cargo 








harness had caught in the blade and the helicopter crashed. The pilot, Klaus 
Wasserthal, escaped with a few light bruises. Dr. Ekkard, the expedition's 
physician, could give him a clean bill of health on the next day. 


The Polarqueen is scheduled to leave the Antartic on 20 February. Only five men 
will remain as watch. For one of them it will be his second winter: the 28-year- 
old engineer Guergen Janneck from Bremerhaven has volunteered for a 2nd year on 
the ice. 
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
